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Little  Opposition  at  Town  Meeting 

Amherst  Votes  Gays  Legal  Protection 


AMHERST,  MA  —  At  a  town 
meeting  held  on  Monday,  May  10, 
Amherst  became  the  first  town  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
the  thirty-first  municipality  in  the 
nation  to  pass  a  gay  rights  ordinance. 
In  addition  to  adding  protection  on  the 
basis  of  “sexual  and  affectional  prefer¬ 
ence”  to  the  town  by-laws,  the  town 
meeting  voted  to  bar  discrimination  on 
the  basis  of  age  or  lifestyle.  The 
240-member  town  meeting  also  ap¬ 
proved  a  change  of  certain  provisions 
in  the  by-laws  from  “he”  to  “he  or 
she.”  Amherst,  which  is  the  seat  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Amherst 
College,  and  Hampshire  College,  has  a 
generally  liberal  reputation. 

The  amendment  to  the  town  by-laws 
was -sponsored  by  the  Citizens  Review 
Commission  of  the  town.  The  CRC 
functions  much  like  a  human  rights 
commission,  investigating  accusations 
of  discrimination.  An  appointed  body, 
the  CRC  has  no  enforcement  or 
subpoena  powers  but  does  have  the 
power  of  publicity  and  public  airing. 
According  to  Demian,  Amherst  gay 
activist  who  was  responsible  for  or¬ 
ganizing  support  for  the  ordinance,  the 


Commission  “can  only  bring  parties 
together”  but  “it  definitely  can  embar¬ 
rass”  and  in  this  way  be  effectual. 

The  amendment  to  the  town  by-laws 
would  give  the  CRC  the  power  to 
investigate  charges  of  discrimination 
against  gay  people.  The  new  town 
by-law,  Article  I,  Section  20,  will  now 
read,  “The  Commission  (CRC)  will  act 
to  assure  that  the  benefits  of  equal 
opportunity  and  equal  protection  of 
the  laws  are  extended  to  all  persons 
coming  within  the  Town  of  Amherst 
and  to  assure  that  no  person  shall  be 
denied,  because  of  race,  religion, 
ethnic  or  national  origin,  sex,  age, 
lifestyle,  affectional  or  sexual  prefer¬ 
ence,  or  economic  status,  any  right  to 
which  she  or  he  is  entitled  by  laws.” 

The  Town  Meeting  approved  the  gay 
amendment  with  no  one  speaking  out 
against  it.  The  town  Board  of  Select- 
people,  because  of  a  split  vote,  had 
issued  no  recommendation  whatsoever 
to  the  meeting.  In  addition,  the  League 
of  Women  Voters  suggested  that  the 
“lifestyle”  provision,  introduced  at  the 
same  time,  might  be  sufficient  to  cover 
issues  of  discrimination  against  gay 


people.  Demian  argued  at  the  town 
meeting  that  the  “lifestyle”  provision 
was  “too  broad”  and  that  more 
specific  coverage  was  needed.  Demian 
also  asserted  that  “lifestyle  implies 
choice;  the  issue  here  is  not  one  where 
choice  is  involved.” 

The  chairperson  of  the  town  meeting 
had  received  twelve  letters  in  support 
of  the  amendment.  Both  Rep.  Jim 
Collins,  who  represents  the  Amherst 
area  in  the  state  legislature,  and  Rep. 
Elaine  Noble  of  Boston,  sent  letters. 
US  Senators  Edward  Kennedy  and 
Edward  Brooke  as  well  as  Rep.  Silvio 
Conte  were  also  pressed  to  write  letters 
of  support  but  they  failed  to  respond. 

Demian  ascribed  the  passage  of  the 
amendment  to  several  factors.  “One  of 
the  most  important  things  was  clearly 
the  testimony  of  the  members  of  the 
Citizens  Review  Commission  ”  he 
said.  “They  made-a  good  presentation. 
It  wouldn’t  have  happened  without 
them.”  Demian  also  cited  Mayor 
Kevin  White’s  recently  issued  Execu¬ 
tive  Order  barring  discrimination 
against  gay  people  employed  by  the 
city  of  Boston  as  having  an  impact. 

Demian  also  had  high  praise  for 


Rep.  Jim  Collins.  “His  letter  to  the 
town  meeting  was  extremely  strong.  It 
really  made  a  difference.” 

Demian  noted  that  although  the 
Citizens  Review  Commission  doesn’t 
have  the  subpoena  power  necessary  to 
really  enforce  the  amendment,  the 
passage  “gives  a  real  psychologica 
boost  to  gay  people  ....  It’s  a  question 
of  gay  people  feeling  safe  in  society  ” 
he  said.  Demian  also  is  hopeful  that  the 
passage  of  the  Amherst  amendment 
will  give  a  boost  to  the  gay  rights 
legislation  effort  in  the  Massachusetts 
State  Legislature. 

“It’s  interesting,”  Demian  said, 
“that  no  one  spoke  out  at  the  town 
meeting  against  the  amendment.  But 
the  homophobes  came  up  afterward 
and  complained  to  CRC  members. 
They  told  them  that  they  (the  people 
against  the  amendment)  should  talk  to 
me.  But  the  amendment  to  change 
wording  from  ‘he’  to  ‘he  and  she’ 
caused  much  more  of  a  storm  than  the 
gay  rights  amendment. 

“This  is  a  liberal  town,”  Demian 
added.  “It  didn’t  want  to  blow  its 
cover.” 


Senate  Shuffles  One  Bill ,  House  Kills  Another 

Bias  Bill  Still  Alive  Sex  Reform  Fails 


BOSTON  —  A  clerical  error  goes  a 
long  way  in  the  Massachusetts  Senate, 
gay  lobbyists  learned  last  week  when 
House  bill  2422,  the  general  gay 
anti-discrimination  bill,  showed  up  on 
the  Senate  calendar.  Gay  Legislation 
1976  had  been  previously  advised  that 
the  Commerce  and  Labor  Committee, 
which  gave  a  unanimously  favorable 
report  to  the  bill,  would  not  release  the 
measure  until  some  time  around  Sep¬ 
tember,  and  it  would  be  sent  to  the 
House  first. 

However,  a  legislative  aide  to  Sen. 
Allan  R.  McKinnon  (D-Weymouth),  a 
sponsor  of  the  bill  and  head  of  the 
committee,  found  herself  out  of  the 
office  that  week  as  she  became  the 
mother  of  a  baby  girl.  During  her 
absence,  the  bill  was  sent  to  the  Senate 
Clerk  accidentally.  Sen.  Robert  A. 
Hall  (R-Lunenberg),  a  longtime  spon¬ 
sor  of  the  bill,  was  his  usual  diligent 
self,  and  alerted  Rep.  Elaine  Noble’s 
office.  Noble  then  arranged  with  Sen. 
James  A.  Kelly  (D-Oxford),  another 
sponsor  of  the  bill,  to  have  the  measure 
shuffled  into  Kelly’s  committee  (Senate 
Ways  and  Means  Committee)  for 
storage. 

Senate  Majority  Whip  ■  Mary  L. 
Fonseca  (D-Fall  River)  would  have  no 
part  of  the  parliamentary  maneuver. 
She  made  a  motion  to  table  (kill)  the 
bill  before  anything  else  was  done  to  it. 
In  doing  so,  Fonseca  thus  initiated  the 
first  gay  rights  debate  in  the  Senate  in 
two  years.  She  argued  that  the  bill’s 
passage  would  harm  the  family  unit. 

McKinnon  rose  to  explain  that  the 
bill  should  have  been  discharged  to  the 
House  first,  as  the  previous  gay 
discrimination  bill  (H.2541,  prohibit¬ 
ing  discrimination  in  public  employ¬ 
ment)  had  gone  to  the  Senate  earlier 
this  year.  He  added  that  the  issue  was 
not  harming  the  family  but  one  of  civil 


rights.  As  a  sponsor  of  the  bill  and 
chairman  of  the  Commerce  and  Labor 
Committee,  McKinnon’s  wishes  had 
the  tacit  support  of  the  Senate  leader¬ 
ship.  (Senate  President  Kevin  B. 
Harrington’s  position  was  officially 
and  conspicuously  neutral;  i.e.,  while 
he  did  not  support  the  bill,  he  would 
not  act  to  harm  it.  Harrington  ap¬ 
proved  of  the  move  to  hold  back  on 
voting  on  the  measure.) 

Hall  argued  that  if  gay  people  are 
not  allowed  to  hold  jobs  without  fear 
of  discrimination,  they  will  be  forced 
to  go  on  welfare.  Hall  is  an  outspoken 
opponent  of  the  welfare  system  in 
Massachusetts,  and  consistently  main¬ 
tains  that  he  is  not  willing  to  pay  higher 
taxes  to  support  increased  funding  for 
the  state’s  welfare  department.  He 
added  that  the  issue  had  been  used 
against  him  during  his  1974  re-election 
campaign,  yet  he  won  by  over  12,000 
votes. 

Hall  was  rebuked  by  the  Senate 
Minority  Leader,  Sen.  John  F.  Parker 
(R-Taunton);  it  is  not  the  first  time  that 
there  was  disagreement  among  the  tiny 
contingent  (six)  of  Republican  sena¬ 
tors.  Parker  noted  that  the  bill  simply 
adds  “sexual  preference”  to  the  exist¬ 
ing  anti-discrimination  laws  without 
defining  the  term.  Necrophilia,  pedo¬ 
philia,  and  coprophilia  could  be  legal  if 
it  was  determined  that  they  were 
“sexual  preferences,”  according  to 
Parker.  (Last  year’s  anti-discrimination 
bill  included  a  definition  of  the  term, 
according  to  Gay  Legislation  1976,  but 
it  was  omitted  this  year  in  favor  of 
allowing  a  court  test  to  define  the  term 
judicially.) 

Parker  called  for  a  roll-call  vote  on 
the  Fonseca  motion.  The  final  vote  — 
27  to  12  against  tabling  —  was  more  of 
a  defeat  for  Fonseca  than  a  victory  for

BOSTON  —  The  only  sexual  acts 
that  are  legal  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  are  those  which  take 
place  in  the  “missionary  position” 
between  husband  and  wife,  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  House  of  Representatives 
affirmed  last  week.  The  House  made 
its  decision  as  House  bill  2501,  An  Act 
Repealing  Prohibitions  Against  Cer¬ 
tain  Sexual  Acts,  appeared  on  the 
House  calendar  bearing  an  unfavor¬ 
able  or  “ought  not  to  pass”  report 
from  the  Judiciary  Committee.  The 
House  backed  up  the  Judiciary  Com¬ 
mittee’s  decision  by  a  vote  so  over¬ 
whelming  that  Rep.  Elaine  Noble  was 
unable  to  muster  enough  support  for  a 
roll-call  on  the  issue. 

Noble  made  a  motion  to  overturn 
the  unfavorable  committee  report.  She 
pleaded  with  her  colleagues  to  pass  the 
bill  in  order  that  she  could  celebrate 
1976  as  something  other  than  a 
“practicing  felon,”  which  is  what  she 
is  considered  under  the  present  law. 
“Privacy  is  the  issue,”  she  told  the 
House.  Noble  added  that  H.2501  has 
been  “inappropriately  designated  a  gay 


LOS  ANGELES  —  The  Los  Angeles 
City  Council,  with  no  dissenting  votes, 
has  passed  that  city’s  anti-discrimina¬ 
tion  ordinance,  in  a  vote  culminating 
over  five  years  of  effort  by  the  local 
gay  community.  Two  days  later,  the 
new  offices  of  Newswest,  the  Cali¬ 
fornia-based  gay  newspaper,  were 
raided  by  the  Los  Angeles  Police  for 
possession  of  an  allegedly  obscene 
film,  a  three-year-old  8  millimeter 
version  of  “Behind  The  Greek  Door.” 


rights  bill,”  since  most  of  the  pro¬ 
hibited  acts  take  place  among  hetero¬ 
sexuals  as  well. 

She  quickly  found  herself  debating 
against  Rep.  Michael  F.  Flaherty 
(D-South  Boston),  chairman  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee.  Flaherty  ac¬ 
knowledged  the  privacy  issue,  but 
stated  that  the  Massachusetts  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  in  its  1974  “Balthazar” 
decision,  already  exempted  private 
sexual  acts  from  the  scope  of  existing 
statutes.  He  contended  that  since  the 
bill  did  not  specify  only  private  sexual 
acts,  it  could  be  construed  as  legalizing 
public  sex  as  well.  (Public  sex,  how¬ 
ever,  is  already  included  by  Section  53 
of  Chapter  272,  which  outlaws  “in¬ 
decent  exposure.”)  No  other  legislators 
rose  to  debate  the  bill. 

Noble  had  wanted  a  roll-call  vote  on 
the  measure  to  allow  each  representa¬ 
tive  the  opportunity  of  committing 
himself  or  herself  on  the  bill.  However, 
when  Rep.  George  Keverian  (D-Ever- 
ett),  who  was  Acting  Speaker  at  the 
time,  called  for  a  rising  vote  to 


John  Embery,  Newswest  publisher, 
told  GCN  that  the  raid  was  actually  in 
retaliation  for  the  newspaper’s  “ag¬ 
gressive  articles”  against  LAPD  Chief 
Edward  Davis.  The  raided  building 
also  houses  the  offices  of  “Unity,”  the 
publication  of  the  Metropolitan  Com¬ 
munity  Church,  and  Drummer,  also  a 
gay  publication.  GCN  will  have  more 
information  on  the  passage  of  the  gay 
rights  ordinance  and  the  subsequent 
raid  next  week.

CHURCH  SPEAKS  AD  HASSLES 


VENCEREMOS 


BOSTON  —  A  Boston  Police  paddy 
wagon  blocked  Marlborough  Street 
between  Berkeley  and  Arlington  Streets 
for  about  one  hour  late  last  Saturday 
night  in  an  apparent  effort  to  discour¬ 
age  vehicular  traffic  on  “The  Block.” 
“The  Block”  is  a  well-known  cruising 
area.  No  arrests  were  made. 

Police  sources  state  that  the  action 
came  in  response  to  the  complaints  of 
neighborhood  residents.  A  four-year- 
old  traffic  sign  on  Berkeley  Street 
reading  “No  Right  Turn  11  PM-  5 
AM”  was  used  as  justification  for  the 
traffic  block,  although  it  is  seldom 
enforced. 

WHITE  FEEDBACK 

BOSTON  —  Mayor  Kevin  White  has 
received  no  mail  in  favor  of  or  against 
his  April  12  executive  order  adding 
“sexual  preference”  to  the  city’s 
anti-discrimination  policies.  Some  ob¬ 
servers  were  expecting  some  anti-gay 
protests,  particularly  from  the  Boston 
Police  Patrolmen’s  Association,  but  no 
letters  have  been  received,  the  mayor’s 
office  told  GCN  last  week. 

WOMEN’S  MUSIC 

CHAMPAIGN,  IL  —  The  3rd 
National  Women’s  Music  Festival  will 
be  held  June  15-20  on  the  campus  of 
the  University  of  Illinois,  Urbana- 
Champaign.  The  festival  format  will 
include  workshops,  concerts,  and  jam 
sessions.  Women  interested  in  per¬ 
forming  at  the  Festival  should  send  a 
tape  and  accompanying  publicity  as 
soon  as  possible  to  Box  2721,  Station 
A,  Champaign,  IL  61820. 


GREENHORN 


PHILADELPHIA  —  The  “Gay- 
zette”  reports  that  Philadelphia  Rep. 
William  Green,  Democratic  nominee  • 
for  the  U.S.  Senate  in  this  fall’s  elec¬ 
tion,  has  indicated  that  he  would  refuse 
to  sponsor  a  National  Gay  Rights  bill 
in  the  Senate,  if  elected.  Green  also 
told  Philadelphia  gay  activists  Harry 
Longhorne  and  Jeff  Britten  that  he 
resented  “gays  flaunting  their  sexual¬ 
ity.”  He  also  asserted  that  he  thought 
that  gay  people  were  making  an  issue 
out  of  a  non-issue  and  that  no  one  is 
discriminated  against  on  the  basis  of 
sexual  orientation. 

MEN’S  CONFERENCE 

STATE  COLLEGE,  PA  —  A 
second  national  Men’s  Conference  is 
planned  for  the  weekend  of  July  30- 
August  1.  The  Conference,  to  be  held 
on  the  campus  of  Pennsylvania  State 
University,  will  explore  the  theme  of 
men  supporting  men.  The  conference 
organizers  hope  that  through  a  large 
variety  of  activities,  including  films, 
workshops,  and  support  groups,  the 
participants  will  break  through  some 
of  the  barriers  between  men.

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DENVER,  CO  —  Idaho  Senator 
Frank  Church,  who  won  a  stunning 
upset  victory  over  front-running  Geor¬ 
gia  Governor  Jimmy  Carter  in  last 
week’s  Democratic  presidential  prefer¬ 
ence  primary  in  Nebraska,  recently 
made  his  first  statement  on  gay  rights. 
When  asked  unexpectedly  at  a  recent 
speech  in  Colorado  what  his  views  were 
on  gay  people.  Church  answered,  “The 
government  should  keep  out  of  the 
moral  decisions  of  citizens  and  they 
should  not  suffer  disadvantages  from 
such  decisions.”  The  Idaho  Senator, 
who  became  well-known  for  his  inves¬ 
tigations  in  the  CIA  and  Multi-national 
corporations,  has  not*  however,  issued 
any  formal  statement  of  his  gay  rights 


SUING  THE  POPE 


ROME,  Italy  —  Four  members  of 
the  Italian  gay  organization  FUORI 
(Fronte  Unitario  Omosessuale  Rivo- 
luzionario  Italiano)  are  planning  to  sue 
Pope  Paul  for  $250,000  after  he 
condemned  homosexual  behavior. 
The  four  people  accuse  the  Pontiff  of 
“using  slanderous  and  spiteful  ex¬ 
pressions”  against  gay  people  after  an 
article  by  the  well-known  French 
writer,  Roger  Peyrefitte,  claimed  that 
the  Pope  had  had  an  affair  with  a 
young  actor  while  he  was  Archbishop 
of  Milan. 

The  suit  charges  that  the  Pope’s 
statement  “wounded  the  personal  rep¬ 
utations  and  dignity  of  the  undersigned 
who  are  homosexual.” 

WRITERS  HONORED 

NEW  YORK  —  Gay  writers  and 
editors  have  been  named  as  winners  of 
the  1976  Fels  Awards.  The  nationwide 
awards  program  is  a  project  of  the 
Coordinating  Council  of  Literary  Mag¬ 
azines.  Thirty  writers  and  editors  were 
named  out  of  250  nominees,  and  each 
of  the  people  selected  will  get  grants  of 
$500  for  the  writers  and  $250  for  their 
editors. 

Winners  in  poetry  included  Chuck 
Ortleb  who  wrote  for  the  gay  poetry 
magazine  “Mouth  of  the  Dragon.” 
The  magazine  is  edited  by  Andrew 
Bifrost.  Amelia  Etlinger  was  honored 
for  her  poetry,  which  was  published  in 
“13th  Moon,”  edited  by  Ellen  Marie 
Bissert.  Erskine  Lane  was  honored  for 
non-fiction  which  was  published  in 
“Gay  Sunshine.”  Winston  Leyland  is 
his  editor. 


JOPLIN,  Mo.  —  After  delays  and 
threats  of  legal  action,  the  Joplin 
Globe  has  agreed  to  run  an  ad  which 
advertises  a  local  gay  organization, 
Pride,  as  well  as  Gayline,  a  free 
telephone  referral  and  crisis  help. 
However,  the  newspaper  also  stipu¬ 
lated  that  it  would  run  the  display 
advertisement  only  if  no  other  advertis¬ 
ing  was  placed  in  the  future. 

Pride  is  continuing  to  work  to 
change  this  policy.  Anyone  interested 
in  helping  or  interested  in  the  work  of 
the  group  should  contact  Michael 
Shater,  Pride  Legal  Fund,  207  W.

MIAMI,  FL  —  With  the  continuing 
practice  of  the  “Silent  Conspiracy” 
within  the  evangelical  churches  regard¬ 
ing  gay  Christians,  a  special  confab  of 
Evangelicals  Concerned  is  planned  to 
convene  in  Miami,  Florida,  to  discuss 
the  situation  thoroughly  over  the 
Memorial  Day  weekend,  May  29,  30, 
and  3 1 . 

All  of  the  conference  meetings  will 
be  held  in  the  new  downtown  YMCA, 
100  S.E.  Fourth  St.  in  Miami.

ITHACA  DEFEAT 

ITHACA,  N.Y.  —  The  Ithaca  Com¬ 
mon  Council  has  defeated  by  a  6-4  vote 
a  bill  that  would  have  given  protection 
to  gay  people.  The  gay  rights  legisla¬ 
tion  was  part  of  an  Omnibus  Human 
Rights  proposal.  The  main  argument 
against  the  proposal,  according  to  the 
Gay  News  of  Cornell  University,  came 
from  the  city  attorney  who  said  that 
such  legislation  was  not  appropriate  to 
the  municipal  level.  The  Common 
Council  did,  however,  send  a  resolu¬ 
tion  to  the  New  York  State  Legislature 
urging  them  to  pass  gay  rights  legisla¬ 
tion  on  a  state-wide  level. 


PITTSBURGH  —  The  Pittsburgh 
chapter  of  the  New  American  Move¬ 
ment  (NAM),  a  socialist  organization 
with  pro-Cuban  sympathies,  has  with¬ 
drawn  its  support  of  the  Venceremos 
Brigade  because  of  the  Brigade’s  anti¬ 
gay  policies.  The  Brigade,  which  sends 
volunteers  to  work  in  Cuba  and  does 
support  work  for  the  Cuban  Revolu¬ 
tion  in  this  country,  has  a  clause 
barring  “individuals  who  are  active  in 
gay  rights  and  gay  liberation  organiza¬ 
tions.” 

Noting  NAM’s  strong  support  for 
the  “struggle  for  gay  rights  and  gay 
liberation,”  NAM  told  the  Pittsburgh 
Venceremos  Brigade  Liaison  Commit¬ 
tee,  “We  cannot  encourage  any  mem¬ 
bers  of  Pittsburgh  NAM  to  apply  for 
the  Brigade  and/or  to  work  on  Brigade 
support  activities  in  this  area.” 


BUCHANAN  LIVES! 

LANCASTER,  PA  —  Members  of 
Gays  United  Lancaster  zapped  a 
performance  of  John  Updike’s  play 
Buchanan  Dying,  and  a  party  held 
afterward  at  Wheatland,  Buchanan’s 
historic  home.  Buchanan,  this  nation’s 
only  bachelor  President,  has  often, 
been  reputed  to  be  gay.  The  group 
wearing  huge  buttons  reading  “Was 
Buchanan  Really  Gay?”  hoped  to 
awaken  the  audience  to  the  widespread 
silence  on  the  role  of  homosexuals  in 
our  history. 

“COME  OUT  TONITE” 

NEW  HAVEN,  CN  —  Southern 
Connecticut’s  only  gay  radio  show, 
Come  Out  Tonight,  moves  to  a  weekly, 
live  format  beginning  this  Sunday, 
May  23.  Heard  in  the  greater  New 
Haven  area  over  FM  station  WYBC, 
94.3  mhz.,  the  program  will  feature 
interviews,  commentary,  news,  and 
music  of  interest  to  gay  men  and 
women.  There  will  also  be  an  open 
phone  line  staffed  throughout  the 
program  so  that  listeners  can  have 
input  to  the  program  as  it  is  running. 
The  program  will  need  a  lot  of  outside 
material  to  fill'its  weekly  hour  from 
7:30-8:30  p.m.  all  summer  and  persons 
in  the  listening  area  or  beyond  with 
essays  or  writings  of  interest  to  gays  are 
encouraged  to  send  them  to  the  station. 
Also,  any  gay  persons  traveling 
through  New  Haven  and  interested  in 
appearing  on  the  program  or  watching 
it  air  on  Sunday  nights  are  encouraged 
to  write  or  call:

Cooperative  Effort  Marks  Press  Meet 


PHILADELPHIA,  PA  —  The 
newly-formed  Gay  Newspaper  As¬ 
sociation  held  its  second  meeting  in 
three  months  in  Philadelphia,  May  8-9. 
The  association,  which  consists  of  ten 
newspapers  located  in  eight  cities  in  the 
U.S.  and  Canada,  was  formed  in 
February  at  a  meeting  in  GCN’s  offices 
in  Boston.  The  ten  newspapers  include 
GCN,  the  Philadelphia  Gay  News,  the 
Philadelphia  Gayzette,  the  Blade 
(Washington),  the  Pittsburgh  Gay 
News,  the  Ohio  East  Gay  News,  The 
Empty  Closet  (Rochester),  The  Barb 
(Atlanta),  High  Gear  (Cleveland),  and 
The  Body  Politic  (Toronto,  Canada). 

At  the  Philadelphia  meeting,  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  member  papers  met  to 
structure  the  organization,  define  its 
scope,  and  elect  an  interim  board  of 
directors  to  oversee  incorporation  as  a 
trade  association  in  the  District  of 
Columbia.  This  commitment  to  the 
pooling  of  resources  represents  the  first 
time  that  a  joint  effort  of  this  kind  has 
been  mounted  among  members  of  the 
gay  press.  “It  was  exciting  to  see  the 
small  and  large  papers  united  in 
common  goals,”  said  Lyn  Rosen, 
GCN  Managing  Editor,  who  was 
elected  chairperson  of  the  association. 

While  the  association  consists  of 
newspapers  with  widely  differing  struc-

tures  and  formats,  all  are  primarily 
news-oriented  and  openly  gay.  “Our 
decision  to  limit  membership  to  openly 
gay  publications  with  at  least  a  fifty 
percent  news  to  feature  ratio  is  not  an 
attempt  to  exclude  anyone,  but  rather 
to  reinforce  the  thrust  of  the  associa¬ 
tion,”  asserted  Michael  Chapman  of 
the  Philadelphia  Gay  News. 

According  to  Joseph  Leo,  GCN 
Business  Manager  and  treasurer  of  the 
association,  the  current  members  have 
a  combined  circulation  of  over  100,000. 
“We’ve  got  a  really  viable  product,” 
he  stated.  “If  the  major  papers  in  the 
midwest  and  west  accept  our  invitation 
to  join,  we  expect  to  boast  a  combined 
circulation  of  well  over  a  quarter  of  a 
.million.”  At  this  date  at  least  one 
additional  paper  has  requested  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  association. 

Further  indication  of  the  attempts 
toward  mutual  cooperation  and  sup¬ 
port  is  evidenced  by  the  decision  to 
explore  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a 
gay  news  service  and  a  national 
advertising  co-operative.  The  co¬ 
operative,  to  be  set  up  along  the  lines 
of  Media  Network,  would  enable  the 
gay  media  to  offer  advertisers  large, 
national,  and  well-documented  audi¬ 
ence  at  rates  competitive  with  the 
major  national  media. 


New  York  Teachers  Seek  Union  Support 

Official  Backs  Cause  UFT  Avoids  Meeting 


NEW  YORK  —  Despite  the  city’s 
repeated  failure  to  pass  a  gay  rights 
bill.  New  York  City’s  estimated  6,000 
to  10,000  gay  teachers  need  no  longer 
fear  that  their  personal  lives  are  a 
threat  to  their  jobs.  So  states  Frank 
Arricale  II,  Personnel  Director  for  the 
New  York  City  Board  of  Education. 

Arricale  made  his  statement  at  a 
March  30  forum  sponsored  by  the 
city’s  Gay  Teachers  Association,  an 
organization  of  lesbians  and  gay  men 
who  teach  in  New  York’s  public  and 
private  schools.  The  18-month-old 
organization  had  invited  Arricale  to 
speak  to  its  members  after  holding 
several  successful  private  meetings  with 
the  Personnel  Director  and  with  the 
staff  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  the 
city’s  teacher  licensing  body. 

At  the  forum,  Arricale  asserted  that 
“homosexual  teachers  have  the  same 
rights  and  protection  as  any  other 
teacher  in  the  system,”  and  that  a  gay 
teacher’s  life  outside  the  classroom  will 
not  be  “a  bar  to  entrance  into  teaching 


in  New  York  City  nor  to  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  teaching  in  the  city.”  Arricale 
denied  that  the  Board  is  “involved  in 
any  process  of  ferreting  out  homo¬ 
sexual  teachers,”  noting  that  the 
Personnel  Office  is  “frankly,  not 
interested  in  whether  a  teacher  is 
homosexual  or  not.” 

Arricale,  who  has  testified  in  the 
City  Council  in  favor  of  the  oft- 
defeated  gay  rights  bill,  urged  teachers 
who  feel  they  are  being  harassed  due  to 
their  sexual  preference  to  call  on  him 
personally  for  help. 

Commenting  on  Arricale’s  state¬ 
ment,  Meryl  Friedman  and  Marc 
Rubin,  co-spokespersons  for  the  Gay 
Teachers  Association,  said,  “Frank 
Arricale’s  strong  support  is  tremen¬ 
dously  encouraging  to  gay  teachers 
who  have  felt  like  second  class  citizens 
on  their  jobs.  It’s  good  to  know  that 
the  person  who  hires  and  fires  teachers 
in  the  city  is  determined  to  treat  gay 
teachers  like  all  other  teachers  in  the 
system.” 


NEW  YORK  — One  of  the  most 
powerful  teachers  union,  the  United 
Federation  of  Teachers,  last  week 
refused  to  meet  with  10  of  its  members 
who  had  come  to  union  headquarters 
on  April  7  to  complain  about  the 
union’s  alleged  anti-gay  policies.  The 
demonstrators,  lesbians  and  gay  men 
employed  in  the  New  York  City  public 
schools,  were  members  of  the  New 
York  Gay  Teachers  Association. 

At  issue  was  the  refusal  of  the  union 
newspaper,  the  New  York  Teacher,  to 
print  advertisements  submitted  by  the 
Gay  Teachers  Association,  while  ac¬ 
cepting  ads  from  other  teacher  organi¬ 
zations.  The  newspaper,  officially  a 
publication  of  the  New  York  State 
United  Teachers  (NYSUT),  the  UFT’s 
parent  group,  is  published  at  UFT 
headquarters  and  is  received  by  all  the 
city’s  teachers. 

When  the  gay  teachers  and  their 
supporters  arrived  at  UFT  head¬ 
quarters,  they  found  their  hopes  of 
speaking  to  UFT  officials  were  in  vain. 
Elevators  stalled  on  lower  floors, 


preventing  the  teachers,  TV  reporters, 
and  camera  crews  from  ascending  to 
the  newspaper  office.  Those  who  made 
their  way  up  by  other  means  found  that 
union  officials  had  deserted  the  news¬ 
paper  office  and  retreated  to  a  locked 
room,  amid  threats  to  call  police. 

Commenting  on  the  union’s  refusal 
to  meet  with  the  demonstrators,  Meryl 
Friedman  and  Marc  Rubin,  co¬ 
spokespersons  for  the  Gay  Teachers 
Association,  stated  that  the  teachers 
would  continue  to  seek  a  meeting  with 
the  UFT.  They  noted  that  “our 
organization  began  with  the  unofficial 
blessing  of  A1  Shanker,  who  told  us 
there  were  probably  10,000  gay  teach¬ 
ers  working  in  the  city’s  school  system. 
As  union  members,  we  feel  we  have  a 
right  to  reach  this  large  constituency 
through  ads  in  the  union  newspaper. 
Other  teacher  groups  have  been  per¬ 
mitted  to  advertise,  but  the  UFT, 
NYSUT  and  the  New  York  Teacher 
don’t  want  to  recognize  the  existence 
of  gay  teachers.” 


Aftermath  of  Gay  Scandal 

Thorpe  Quits  As  British  Liberal  Leader 


LONDON,  England  —  Jeremy 
Thorpe,  leader  of  the  Liberal  Party, 
one  of  England’s  three  major  political 
parties,  has  resigned  under  allegations 
of  homosexuality.  Thorpe,  who  has 
headed  the  Liberal  Party  for  nine 
years,  has  strongly  denied  charges  that 
he  once  had  a  sexual  relationship  with 
a  former  model,  Norman  Scott. 

Thorpe,  whose  resignation  followed 
over  three  months  of  newspaper  stories 
and  rumors  concerning  his  personal 
life,  said  he  was  resigning  the  party 
leadership  because  the  continuing  alle¬ 
gations  could  destroy  the  Liberal 
Party.  The  “Thorpe  Affair”  involved 
charges  of  blackmail,  payoffs,  and 
even  (according  to  former  Prime 
Minister  Harold  Wilson),  speculation 
of  South  African  involvement  in  a 
campaign  to  discredit  the  anti¬ 
apartheid  party  leader. 


The  allegations  against  Thorpe  sur¬ 
faced  on  Jan.  29  when  Scott  claimed  in 
a  Barnstable  court  that  he  was  being 
hounded  because  of  his  “sexual  rela¬ 
tionship”  with  Thorpe.  Thorpe  quickly 
issued  a  denial.  “It  is  well  over  12’ycars 
since  I  last  saw  or  spoke  to  Mr.  Scott,” 
he  said.  “There  is  no  truth  in  Mr. 
Scott’s  wild  accusations.”  However, 
the  next  day  the  London  press  revealed 
that  formerLiberal  member  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  Peter  Bessell  had  been  making 
small  weekly  payments  to  Thorpe’s 
accuser  for  a  period  of  about  eighteen 
months.  Bessell  at  the  time  claimed 
that  the  payments  were  made  on  his 
own  behalf  and  had  no  relation 
whatsoever  to  Thorpe.  Last  week, 
however,  Bessell  stated  that  he  had 
participated  in  a  “cover-up.”  “The 
whole  idea,”  he  said,  “was  to  make 
Scott  shut  his  mouth.” 


Thorpe’s  resignation  was  precipi¬ 
tated  when,  under  pressure  from 
Liberals  in  Parliament,  Thorpe  re¬ 
leased  two  letters  which  he  had  written 
Scott  in  1961.  The  informal  language 
of  the  letters  [one  of  them  closed 
“Bunnies  can  (and  will)  go  to  France. 
Yours  affectionately,  Jeremy.  I  miss 
you]  cast  doubt  on  Thorpe’s  denial  of  a 
relationship  with  Scott. 

The  allegations  against  Thorpe  have 
already  caused  a  set-back  in  the  Liberal 
Party’s  gay  rights  campaign.  The 
Liberals  had  been  the  only  major  party 
in  England  that  had  actively  supported 
gay  rights.  In  an  effort  to  avoid  a  close 
association  of  the  campaign  with  the 
accusations  against  Thorpe,  the  cam¬ 
paign  has  been  postponed  until  1977. 
However,  according  to  campaign  di¬ 
rector  Bernard  Greaves,  “The  Liberal 
Party’s  commitment  to  gay  rights  is  in 


no  way  diminished,  has  not  been 
sacrificed  for  political  expediency,  and 
I  have  personally  been  put  under  no 
pressure  to  drop  or  postpone  the 
campaign.” 

Thorpe  has  received  widespread 
sympathy  and  some  support  from  the 
British  press.  However,  there  has  been 
some  disagreement  about  the  way  in 
which  the  Liberal  leader  has  handled 
the  accusations.  Ruth  Addison,  former 
Young  Liberal  chairperson  who  in¬ 
augurated  the  gay  rights  campaign, 
asked  Thorpe  why  he  “didn’t  come  out 
and  say  the  Liberal  Party  believes  in 
love.”  She  asked  why  Thorpe  had  not 
simply  said  that  his  party  believes  that 
sexual  relations  between  consenting 
adults  was  a  personal  matter.

wounded  pride 

Dear  Editor: 

Neil  Miller’s  article  “Battle  Over  Gay  Pride 
Week  Splits  New  York”  (GCN,  May  8,  1976)  is 
one  of  the  more  irresponsible  articles  I  have  read. 
His  attempt  to  portray  the  very  real  disputes 
pertaining  to  this  year’s  gay  pride  march  as  six  of 
one,  half  a  dozen  of  the  other,  does  great 
violence  both  to  the  facts  and  to  the  gay 
movement  in  New  York  City.  It  would  be  hard  to 
know  where  to  begin  in  correcting  the  mis- 
impressions  of  his  article,  but  how  about  the  fact 
that  he  didn’t  bother  to  first  talk  to  people  very 
directly  involved  in  the  events  he  relates.  Such 
people  might  include  myself  (I  helped  mobilize 
attendance  at  the  March  1  meeting),  Tony  Dolce 
of  GAA,  who  attended  the  earlier  meetings  of 
the  committee  (and  was  as  horrified  as  many 
other  movement  activists  to  find  motions  being 
submitted  that  would  exclude  “communists” 
from  participating  in  the  march,  etc.),  Jim  Owles 
(who  certainly  ought  to  have  been  contacted 
before  this  article  was  written,  since  he  is  one  of 
the  central  figures  in  the  CSLDC-76),  and  so  on. 

Let  me  make  clear:  The  Gay  Activists  Alliance 
fully  supports  the  work  of  this  committee.  The 
“committee”  that  is  attempting  to  portray  itself 
as  an  alternate  to  the  gay  liberation  movement  (it 
has  no  movement  support  whatsoever,  and  a 
declining  support  from  other  sectors  —  bars 
included)  represents,  at  best,  an  attempt  to 
prevent  the  gay  pride  march  from  raising 
explicitly  “political”  demands  (repeal  sodomy 
laws,  for  example),  and,  judging  from  their 
proposed  march  route,  to  feed  gay  people  into 
the  bars  after  the  march.  GAA  has  from  the  very 
beginning  of  this  affair,  attempted  to  bring  the 
two  groups  together.  One  of  our  members,  who 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  imposter  committee, 
was  called  a  “fascist”  and  a  “Nazi”  (later  also  a 
“communist”!)  merely  for  making  the  attempt. 

Let  me  also  point  out  that  GAA  in  no  way 
condones  the  decision  of  Lesbian  Feminist 
Liberation  to  abstain  from  participating  in  this 
march  or  the  committee  that  is  organizing  it. 
Indeed,  we  have  sent  a  very  sharply  worded  letter 
to  LFL  urging  it  to  reconsider  its  ill-advised 
decision. 

The  issue  here  is  whether  the  gay  liberation 
movement  should  be  a  democratically-run 
movement,  with  decisions  made  by  mass 
meetings  by  those  directly  affected.  CSLDC-76 
meets  that  test.  The  other  group  does  not.  Neil 
Miller  has  done  a  very  bad  disservice  to  the  gay 
movement  with  his  slanderous  article  (Jean 
O’Leary  is  now  the  “male-hating  Jean 
O’Leary”?,  and  the  reclaiming  of  the  Christo¬ 
pher  St.  committee  by  the  gay  liberation 
movement  was  a  “fast  shuffle”?). 

Please  make  an  effort  to  upgrade  the 
seriousness  with  which  your  staff  approaches 
issues  of  vital  concern  to  those  of  us  who  are 
trying  to  build  a  gay  liberation  movement  with 
some  clout.  The  first  task  of  a  journalist  is  to  get 
the  facts.  You  haven’t  even  done  that.

Dear  GCN  and  Readers, 

It  is  an  immense  and  very  sad  irony  to  me  that 
a  gay  newspaper  should  receive  a  letter  of 
complaint  about  Representative  Elaine  Noble’s 
supposed  lack  of  responsibility  to  her  district, 
since  it  is  the  gay  community  who  demands  her 
time  outside  that  district.  I  feel  urgently 
compelled  to  answer  that  letter,  no  because  it  has 
any  great  political  magnitude,  but  because  I  am  3 
member  of  the  gay  community  who  happens  to 
have  a  unique  perspective  on  Elaine,  and,  also, 
because  I  am  sick  to  death  of  constantly  hearing 
both  sides  complain,  so  I  must  have  my  two  cents 
say  for  catharsis  or  bust  in  disgust. 

We  get  letters  at  Rep.  Noble’s  office  for 
speaking  engagements  and  requests  for  help  daily 
from  gays  outside  of  the  state  who  feel  that  “she 
is  my  natural  representative,”  or  “the  only 
national  gay  figure  I  can  turn  to,”  as  if  they  have 
a  rightful  claim  on  her  time.  If  she  refuses,  then 
she’s  “getting  too  big  for  us,”  or  she’s  “leaving 
gay  people  behind  and  neglecting  us.”  If  she 
accepts,  then  she’s  a  “one  issue  candidate”  or 
“using  her  office  and  sexual  preference  to 
further  her  own  position.” 

To  look  at  it  from  still  another  perspective, 
almost  every  other  representative  on  Beacon  Hill 
has  a  second  job  (due  to  the  absolutely  half-assed 
salaries  they  are  currently  receiving).  Very  few 
reps  consider  the  job  full  time,  nonetheless  a 
seven-day-a-week  job.  Yet  these  are  the  demands 
made  on  Elaine  made  from  every  side,  when, 
realistically,  her  second  job  is,  simply,  fulfilling 
her  deep  commitment  to  the  gay  community;  her 
first  job  and  priority  is  her  district.  In  all 
actuality,  the  demands  for  lecturing  and  speak¬ 
ing  enhance  her  image  in  the  eyes  of  her 
colleagues,  and  enable  her  to  deal  more 
effectively  on  the  business  at  hand. 

Anyone  who  has  specific  complaints  about 
things  not  done  in  the  Fenway  should  call  her 
office,  not  write  GCN.  They  should,  also,  look 
around  and  see  what  has  been  done  and  begun  in 
the  Fenway,  and  the  communications  that  have 
been  facilitated  between  the  community  groups 
and  the  city  and  state  agencies,  that  was  never 
done  before.  Getting  changes  in  a  bureaucracy 
takes  a  lot  of  time  —  and  anyone  who  thinks 
things  should  happen  overnight  is  almost  as 
foolish  as  someone  who  thinks  absolutely 
nothing  can  be  done  —  but  at  least  things  are 
begun  in  many  ways. 

Finally,  anyone  who  thinks  her  job  is  enviable 
and  nothing  but  fame  and  glory,  should  sit  at  my 
desk  and  see  and  hear  the  shit  she  takes  from 
demanding  people  eighteen  hours  a  day.  Yes,  she 
has  an  ego,  and  faults  and  so  on;  she  is  a  human 
being,  but  she  works  goddam  hard  at  the 
impossible  task  of  trying  to  do  right  for  everyone 
as  she  sees  it  and  in  the  only  ways  she  knows 
how,  because  she  cares  and  wants  to  do  it.  Once 
in  a  while,  during  moments  of  sheer  exhaustion, 
instead  of  getting  cheap  complaints,  criticisms 
and  snide  remarks,  it  might  be  nice  to  hear  some 
support  from  this  community. 

You  want  to  take  but  you  don’t  want  to  give.

LYN  —  Readers  of  GCN. 

I  am  writing  this  letter  in  a  great  hurry, 
because  at  any  moment  now,  the  guards  may 
come  scoop  me  up  again.  You  are  familiar  with 
the  work  that  Harold  Vincent,  my  lover,  and  I 
have  been  doing  with  the  Gay  prisoners  here  in 
this  institution.  Several  of  my  articles  have 
appeared  in  these  pages,  and  much  of  my  legal 
work  has  been  seen  on  these  desks;  1  make  it  a 
practice  to  send  you  copies  of  every  major  piece 
of  work  1  do. 

Now,  we  need  HELP!  Harold  and  I  have  been 
scooped  up  by  the  officials  and  held  in  solitary 
confinement  (what  is  referred  to  as  the  “hole”) 
on  trumped-up  charges  of  “Inciting  to  Riot.” 
This  all  stemmed  from  a  simple  request  for  a 
rules  book. 

Harold  and  1  signed  statements  against  seven 
inmates  in  December  of  1975,  when  we  were 
raped  by  them.  These  same  inmates  have  vowed 
to  kill  us.  Homosexual  rape  in  Louisiana  carries 
the  death  penalty.  Yet  these  same  inmates  are 
allowed  to  run  rampant  within  the  institution, 
and  Harold  and  I,  the  victims  of  this  rape  are 
locked  up  in  the  maxr-maximum  security  sector  of 
the  prison,  with  not  even  the  bare  necessities  of 
life,  and  held  like  caged  animals. 

Now,  based  on  these  trumped-up  charges,  the 
officials  are  trying  force  us  to  move  back  into  the 
area  where  this  rape  incident  occurred  and  where 
these  inmates  are  presently  living,  knowing  that 
we  will  be  killed. 

Don’t  let  this  happen,  to  us,  or  to  any  of  those 
of  us  who  are  GAy,  and  in  need  of  your  help. 
Please  don’t  let  us  be  killed  by  the  System.  1  have 
never  been  what  is  referred  to  as  radical  or 
militant,  but  now  I  must  be,  to  save  the  life  of  my 
lover  and  my  own  life. 

PLEASE,  PLEASE,  PLEASE,  write  letters  to 
following  and  ask  him  to  return  us  to  our  living 
quarters  at  the  Reception  Center,  where  we  can 
live  safely.

I  may  have  been  convicted  of  taking  something 
belonging  to  another  person,  but  at  least  I 
allowed  him  to  keep  his  dignity,  and  now  1  am 
asking  for  your  help  so  that  my  lover  and  I  might 
live,  even  if  it  is  in  this  God-forsaken  jungle,  just 
let  us  live.

“Gay  Liberator”  -  Demise  of  a  Radical  Paper

DETROIT,  MI  —  The  Detroit  Gay 
Liberator,  the  oldest  surviving  gay 
radical  newspaper  in  the  United  States, 
bedded  its  last  issue  last  week,  six  years 
since  it  began  publication.  Founded  in 
1970  by  a  small  collective  including 
Sunny  King,  William  James,  and 
others  (none  of  whom  remained  on  the 
staff  at  the  time  of  closing),  the 
Liberator  had  passed  through  a  num¬ 
ber  of  hands  before  the  decision  to  shut 
down  was  made  by  the  current  two 
main  workers,  Greg  Turner  and  Bob 
Stanton. 

The  Liberator's  demise  was  at¬ 
tributed  to  a  number  of  factors.  In 
editorials  published  in  the  last  issue 
and  in  conversations  with  GCN, 
Turner  and  Stanton  cited  the  tradi¬ 
tional  nemesis  of  underground  publica¬ 
tions:  lack  of  local  support,  lack  of 
material,  and  the  general  malaise  of 
feeling  burn-out. 

The  Liberator  had  always  been 
primarily  a  small,  one  or  two  person 
operation,  despite  the  impression  cre¬ 
ated  by  its  size  and  professional 
appearance.  “When  I  joined  the  paper 
in  1974  there  were  three  people,”  said 
Turner.  “One  of  them  had  just  left. 
There  were  always  other  people  doing 
things  but  by  and  large  it  was  always 
one  or  two.  We  were  always  willing  to 
do  production,  but  we  were  dependent 
on  outside  sources.  If  we  had  been 
getting  good  material,  we  would  have 
felt  better  about  continuing  the  paper. 
The  news  we  got  was  largely  from 
other  gay  papers.” 

A  persistent  problem  was  the  tenden¬ 
cy  of  talented  people  to  move  out  of 
Detroit  to  the  alluring  gay  communities 
on  both  coasts.  Turner  and  Stanton 
indicated  that  Detroit’s  gay  commun¬ 
ity,  though  more  open  than  it  was 
when  the  first  issue  of  GL  came  out. 


was  still  rather  conservative,  and  not 
particularly  supportive  of  the  news¬ 
paper.  It  was  only  when  it  was 
announced  that  the  paper  was  in 
danger  of  folding  that  there  was  a 
flurry  of  offers.  “When  we  announced 
at  meetings  of  the  community  ‘We’re 
going  to  shut  down!’  everyone  came 
around  saying,  ‘What  can  we  do,  can 
we  help  out?’  But  we  knew  from  past 
experience  that  it  wasn’t  going  to  be 
any  different,”  said  Turner. 

The  Liberator  was  not  a  community 
newspaper  in  the  classical  sense.  It  was 
a  paper  with  a  political  viewpoint, 
representing  the  ideologies  of  the 
particular  people  who  happened  to  be 
working  on  it.  Turner  and  Stanton 
seemed  to  feel  that  the  Liberator  had 
not  been  entirely  successful  in  formu¬ 
lating  the  connection  between  gay 
politics  and  social  processes  as  well  as 
the  aspirations  of  other  oppressed 
people  toward  economic  self-control 
and  socialism.  “It’s  a  hard  problem  to 
convince  people  that  what  they’re 
doing  is  political,”  said  Stanton.  “We 
knew  that  we  were  limiting  ourselves 
(by  adopting  a  strong  political  perspec¬ 
tive).  I  don’t  regret  doing  it.  It’s  hard 
for  me  to  judge  the  effect  —  tnere  was 
not  a  whole  lot  of  feedback  from 
Detroit.”  Both  Stanton  and  Turner 
mentioned  their  disappointment  that 
the  paper’s  political  perspective  had 
not  been  more  clearly  defined. 

The  personal  feelings  of  Stanton  and 
Turner  towards  their  relationship  to 
the  paper  and  to  its  closing  were,  not 
surprisingly,  hard  for  either  to  put  into 
words.  Because  the  paper’s  operation 
was  so  small,  a  decision  by  Turner  or 
Stanton  to  leave  at  any  time  in  the  last 
year  would  have  had  the  effect  of 
closing  the  paper.  But  as  they  are  quick 
to  point  out,  it  was  not  just  a  matter  of 


somebody  deciding  to  close  up  shop 
and  move  to  California.  For  Turner 
and  Stanton,  the  process  of  coming  out 
and  becoming  educated  about  the 
qualities  of  “collective  —  communal- 
cooperative”  or  “socialist-anarchist  — 
communist”  living  had  been  intimately 
connected  with  the  Gay  Liberator 
Collective. 

When  asked  for  comment  on  how 
the  Liberator  had  become  so  de¬ 
pendent  on  one  or  two  personalities, 
Greg  Turner  responded  that  that 
question  was  not  central  to  his  idea  of 
the  paper.  “We  feel  we  were  doing 
important  work.  We  certainly  tried  to 
get  more  people  involved  but  whether 
they  did  or  not  wasn’t  the  issue.  We 
had  to  keep  doing  what  we  thought  was 
good.  And  it  so  happend  that  we  could 
no  longer  do  that.” 

Turner  also  states  that  he  feels  that 
the  Liberator  had  not  outgrown  its 
purpose,  but  that  the  job  of  reporting

gay  news  from  a  radical  perspective 
was  being  performed  by  a  number  of 
other  newspapers. 

Both  express  the  opinion  that  there  is 
a  very  vital  place  for  a  gay  radical 
viewpoint,  and  they  hope  that  the 
community  newspapers  around  the 
country  will  pick  up  more  of  the 
responsibility  of  reporting  that  politi¬ 
cal  viewpoint.  There  is  a  nebulous  plan 
afoot  in  Detroit  to  begin  publication  of 
a  more  locally  oriented,  less  political 
and  less  radical  paper,  but  little  yet  is 
definite.  The  Liberator's  subscribers 
have  been  offered  a  chance  of  filling 
out  their  subscriptions  with  issues  of 
Gay  Community  News,  Gay  Sunshine, 
Magnus,  Come  out  Fighting,  Body 
Politic,  or  Lesbian  Tide.  Its  circulation 
at  the  close  was  about  2400. 

Asked  whether  he  would  be  doing 
newspaper  work  in  the  future,  Bob 
Stanton  replied,  “It’s  probably  in¬ 
evitable.  It’s  in  my  blood.”

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Susan  Saxe  Tells  Her  Side  of  the  Story

The  following  article  was  written 
after  a  brief  discussion  with  Susan 
Saxe.  It  is  not  meant  to  be  an  in-depth 
interview  with  her,  but  rather  a  chance 
for  her  to  answer  some  of  the  questions 
that  have  often  come  up  around  the 
case. 

WORCESTER  COUNTY  JAIL, 
MA  —  In  talking  to  Susan  Saxe 
recently  it  didn’t  take  long  before  she 
got  on  the  subject  of  how  the  press  was 
covering  the  case.  The  straight  press, 
she  says,  has  created  the  image  of  her 
as  a  machine  gun-toting,  crazy  lesbian 
revolutionary  cop  killer.  And  from 
some  of  the  letters  that  have  been 
printed  in  GCN,  she  fears  that  some 
people  believe  that  image. 

WHY  THE  IMAGE? 

Susan  feels  that  the  straight  press 
prints  what  the  District  Attorney  wants 
it  to  print.  She  believes  that  both  the 
press  and  the  D.A.  gain  from  portray¬ 
ing  her  as  a  dangerous  and  violent 
revolutionary  lesbian.  It  is  sensational- 
istic,  titillating.  In  her  view,  it  sells 
papers  and  it  makes  it  easier  for  the 
State  to  convict  her.  The  press  has  just 
about  everyone  convinced  that  she  is  a 
cop  killer. 

“It  would  be  very  convenient  for 
people  to  believe  I  machine  gunned  a 
cop  —  but  even  the  government  case 
does  not  put  me  at  the  scene  of  the 
shooting.”  But  Susan  is  being  tried  for 
murder  under  Massachusetts’  felony¬ 
murder  statute.  Under  this  law  the 
government  can  convict  someone  for 
murder,  sentence  them  to  life  im¬ 
prisonment,  and  not  have  to  have  all 
the  evidence  that  would  be  necessary  to 
convict  the  person  of  actually  commit¬ 
ting  the  murder  themselves  (first  degree 
murder).  The  penalties  are  the  same  for 
both,  but  under  the  felony-murder 
statute  the  government  only  has  to 
prove  that  you  took  part  in  a  felony 
where  a  murder  was  committed.

THE  NATIONAL  GUARD  ARMORY 

Saxe  said  the  press  has  also 
distorted  the  truth  about  the  1970 
break-in  at  the  Newburyport,  MA 
National  Guard  Armory.  Susan  has 
already  pled  guilty  to  the  break-in 
along  with  a  charge  of  conspiracy  to 
rob  a  bank  in  Philadelphia. 

Susan  claims  that  the  press  has  made 
it  seem  like  she  broke  into  the  armory 
to  get  guns  for  the  revolution.  She  sees 
this  as  fitting  neatly  into  the  package 
they  are  trying  to  sell  of  her  as  a  violent 
person.  “We  didn’t  go  in  for  guns,  and 
no  guns  were  taken.  We  thought  the 
armory  might  contain  information 
about  the  government’s  role  in  the 
Vietnam  war.”  (This  made  sense  as  at 
that  time  the  press  had  been  printing 
various  information  about  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  role  in  the  war.)  Susan  felt  that 
the  armory  might  contain  information 
that  people  should  know  about.  In 
fact,  she  was  right.  The  armory 
contained  U.S.  Army  O  Plan  G 
contingency  plans  for  counterinsur¬ 
gency  operations  against  the  civilian 
population  of  the  Boston  area  in  the 
event  of  martial  law.  Susan  remains 
proud  of  the  armory  break-in.  “I  think 
the  break-in  was  an  anti-violent  act. 
We  put  all  the  uniforms  in  the  middle 
and  torched  it  and  burned  the  place 
down.  Not  one  gun,  not  one  bullet 
could  be  used  by  the  government 
against  anyone  else.”  She  regrets  that 
the  straight  press  would  not  publish  the 
papers  that  were  recovered.  “Perhaps 
it  takes  an  inside  person,  like  Daniel 
Ellsberg,  to  get  something  into  the 
press.” 

THE  STRAIGHT  PRESS  AND 
LESBIANISM 

Some  people  have  said  that  when 
Saxe  was  busted  in  Philadelphia  she 
purposely  said  she  was  a  lesbian  to  help 
build  support  for  herself.  “The  fact 
is,”  Susan  says,  “that  the  straight 
press  was  the  first  to  blast  it  all  over  the 
place  after  Lexington.  What  was  I 
going  to  do,  deny  it?  I  said  I  was  a 
lesbian  because  I  am  proud  of  it.  But 
being  a  lesbian  is  not  a  privileged 
position  in  this  society  and  it  won’t 
make  life  any  easier.”  Susan  feels  that 
though  it  is  clear  that  no  one  gets  a  fair 
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trial  under  the  American  system  of 
justice,  that  because  of  the  way  people 
respond  to  lesbianism  her  chances  are 
even  slimmer. 

She  told  me  she  refused  to  hide  her 
gay  identity  and  felt  that  she  had  many 
things  in  common  with  other  gay 
activists.  But  she  also  tied  the  libera¬ 
tion  of  gay  people  into  a  broader 
feminist  perspective  for  the  liberation 
of  all  people.  She  didn’t  want  support 
just  because  she  was  a  lesbian,  but  on 
the  basis  of  her  overall  political 
perspective. 

ANSWERING  HER  CRITICS 

Throughout  the  interview  Susan  said 
she  felt  that  the  image  and  factual 
errors  the  straight  press  had  put  forth 
were  being  used  as  a  smokescreen  by 
people  who  disagreed  with  her  to 
bolster  their  political  disagreements. 
Saxe  went  on  to  talk  about  her  own 
political  beliefs  and  those  who  are 
quick  to  criticize  her.  She  felt  criticisms 
coming  from  the  gay  community  seem 
to  be  coming  from  two  different 
groups  —  one  of  gays  who  wanted  a 
“bigger  piece  of  the  pie,”  and  another 
group  who  knew  the  pie  was  rotten  and 
really  wanted  a  better  society  —  but 
just  couldn’t  swallow  tactics  that  have 
been  linked  up  with  Susan  Saxe. 

To  those  who  wanted  a  “bigger  piece 
of  the  pie,”  those  who  felt  they  could 
get  what  they  wanted  in  a  capitalist 
system,  Susan  just  said  she  disagreed. 
Capitalism,  Susan  went  on  to  explain, 
can  not  accommodate  real  liberation 

—  not  for  gays,  not  for  women,  nor 
third  world  peoples,  nor  workers  who 
have  no  control  over  how  or  where 
they  spend  most  their  days.  Gays  who 
support  capitalism  clearly  want  a  very 
different ‘kind  of  country  than  Susan. 

Then  there  were  those  critics  who 
said  they  truly  wanted  a  better  and 
more  just  society  but  for  several 
different  reasons  disagreed  with  the 
tactics  of  armed  resistance. 

Some  people  in  this  latter  group 
believed  that  while  China,  Vietnam  or 
Cuba  could  become  socialist  countries 

—  America  couldn’t.  For  them, 
America  was  too  all-powerful  and  the 
American  people  not  aware  enough. 
Susan  answers  these  people  by  pointing 
out  that  this  country  does  in  fact  have  a 
long  history  of  fighting  back  .  .  .  from 
slave  days  to  union  struggles  to  the 
women’s  movement. 

Other  people,  Susan  believes,,  go  to 
the  opposite  extreme  and  believe  that 
here  in  America  we  can  have  a 
revolution  of  consciousness,  with  no 
need  for  armed  resistance.  This,  Saxe 
believes,  is  naive  and  intellectually 
dishonest.  How  can  it  be  possible,  she 
argues,  to  have  a  non-violent  con¬ 
sciousness  revolution  in  a  country 
“with  one  of  the  most  vicious  govern¬ 
ments  in  the  world?”  She  fears  that 
people  who  think  this  way  are  commit¬ 
ting  a  kind  of  suicide.  “If  you  believe 
in  freedom,  justice,  and  equality  for 
people  —  then  America  is  at  war  with 
you  —  to  deny  that  is  suicide.”  To  not 
be  at  war  with  the  government,  in  her 
view,  is  to  fail  to  act  in  your  own 
self-defense  or  in  defense  of  your 
people. 

“Each  country  is  unique  but  no 
country  is  different,  or  an  exception  to 
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the  historical  process.”  She  asserted 
that  America  is  not  an  exception  to  the 
theory  that  says  socialism  and  a 
democratic  society  can  only  be 
achieved  through  revolution. 

There  are  those  critics  who  agree 
with  Susan’s  critical  view  of  America 
but  who  are  strongly  opposed  to 
violence  and  are  quick  to  condemn 
revolutionary  “violence.”  Saxe  warns 
against  being  too  quick  to  denounce 
the  acts  of  armed  resistance  of  the 
revolutionaries  and  not  the  violence  of 
the  state.  “If  these  people  are  really 
opposed  to  violence  they  should  con¬ 
stantly  be  yelling  about  the  violence 
that  starves  children,  kills  workers, 
sterilizes  third  world  women.  They 
should  be  screaming  about  this  in  front 
of  the  banks  that  rob  us  all.  Why  only 
criticize  those  who  expropriate  money 
from  the  rich  to  feed  the  poor  when  the 
rich  are  constantly  expropriating  mon¬ 
ey  from  the  poor  at  the  cost  of 
tremendous  human  suffering?” 

Some  people  have  argued  that  in  fact 
armed  struggle  is  necessary,  but  in  the 
future  or  only  when  your  back  is  up 
against  the  wall.  Only  then  can  you 
legitimately  fight  back.  Susan  argues 
that  this  is  an  inhere  ntly  racist 
argument,  as  it  will  always  be  poor  and 
third  world  peoples  who  will  be  up 
against  the  wall  first.  “It  will  always  be 
poor  and  third  world  peoples  in  the 
front  lines  when  people  are  dying,”  she 
says. 

And  there  are  others  who  also 
believe  in  armed  resistance  at  some 
future  time,  but  look  back  on  some  of 
the  “violence”  of  the  60s  and  say  it 
was  bad  timing  and  “premature  revo¬ 
lution.”  Susan  believes  that  only 
history  can  tell  you  what  premature 
revolution  is.  Susan  says,  in  talking 
about  Vietnam  and  how  the  Left 
responded,  and  how  people  are  criticiz¬ 
ing  those  responses  now: 

“Even  the  Left,  the  few  of  us  who 
were  the  first  to  stand  up  and  declare 
that  ‘something  should  be  done’  are 
failing  ourselves  now.  We’re  letting 
ourselves  forget  why  we  fought  and 
what  we  fought  for  .  .  .  Perhaps  we 
need  to  remember  what  it  feels  like 
to  know  that  people  are  dying 
and  it  is  your  responsibility  to  do 
something  about  it  ....  It  frightens 
me  to  see  us  backing  away  from 
what  was  our  finest  moment.  Yes, 
there  were  mistakes,  but  there  were 
right  things  too.  It  disturbs  and  terri¬ 
fies  me  to  see  us  apologizing  for 
our  excesses  instead  of  for  not  doing 
enough.  And  30  years  from  now, 
will  people  look  back  on  Vietnam 
with  curiosity,  but  without  shame, 
and  say,  “Well,  why  didn’t  someone 
do  something?”  We,  thousands  of 
us,  did  do  something.  We  tried,  we 
resisted,  we  demonstrated,  rioted, 
campaigned,  threw  our  bodies  and 
our  lives  in  front  of  the  Machine.  We 
did  it  in  right  ways  and  in  wrong 
ways,  for  good,  bad,  or  indifferent 
reasons.  We  did  it,  dammit,  we  did 
it.  We  never  did  too  much,  and  we 
never  did  it  too  soon.  We  have  things 
to  criticize  in  ourselves,  but  nothing, 
NOTHING  to  apologize  for,  except 
perhaps  doing  too  little  too  late  .  .  .”

gay  rights,  as  10  of  the  27  “No”  votes 
(including  almost  every  committee 
chairperson)  had  voted  against  gay 
rights  bills  in  the  past. 

Sen.  Anna  P.  Buckley  (D-Brockton), 
the  most  heavily-lobbied  member  of 
the  Senate,  made  this  point  abundantly 
clear  after  the  vote  in  a  conversation 
with  Hall.  Buckley  advised  Hall  that 
she  would  vote  “with  him”  on  this 
procedural  vote  only,  out  of  respect  to 
McKinnon,  and  that  “in  no  way” 
should  her  vote  be  construed  as  an 
endorsement  of  the  actual  bill.  Buck- 
ley,  like  many  other  senators,  no 
doubt,  was  eager  to  avoid  a  vote  on  the 
issue.

determine  if  the  required  number  of 
members  supported  the  request  for  a 
roll-call,  the  necessary  minimum  failed 
to  stand.  The  last  time  this  bill  was 
presented  to  the  House  was  in  1973, 
when  it  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of 
208-16. 

The  failure  of  the  bill  to  pass 
surprised  no  one.  However,  Noble  was 
not  expecting  an  adverse  report  from 
the  Judiciary  Committee  on  Monday, 
but  was  instead  hoping  that  it  would  be 
put  into  a  “refer  for  further  study” 
tatus  as  it  had  last  year.

ABC  dictum  extended  as  well  to 
prostitutes,  adult  themes,  and 
“damns”  and  “hells.” 

According  to  an  article  in  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Magazine,  Arnold  told  the  court 
that  he  had  gone  ahead  and  defied  the 
network  by  producing  a  show  featuring 
a  gay  person  and  another  show  about  a 
prostitute.  Both  shows  eventually  ran 
but  he  stated  that  the  “anxiety,  frustra¬ 
tion,  and  fear”  that  ABC  would  reject 
the  shows  made  him  feel  that  he 
wouldn’t  try  again.  “You  can’t  Fight 
city  hall  and  win  every  week,”  he  said. 

Loretta  Lotman,  who  was  until 
recently  the  Media  Director  of  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force,  told  GCN 
that  “Schneider  [the  ABC  vice  presi¬ 
dent]  often  told  me  —  and  so  did  his 
assistant,  Richard  Gitter  —  that  there 
were  no  ABC  guidelines  barring  homo¬ 
sexual  themes  and  characters  from  the 
air.”  However,  Lotman  asserts  that 


she  tends  to  believe  Arnold  [the  pro¬ 
ducer]  on  this  issue. 

“ABC  has  also  done  no  gay  oriented 
programming  to  speak  of  in  the  last 
year,”  notes  Lotman.  “Nothing.  As 
Schneider  and  Gitter  were  the  individ¬ 
uals  raked  over  the  coals  during  the 
Welby  protest,  it  does  seem  that  this  is 
their  answer.” 

The  people  at  ABC,  according  to 
Lotman,  “are  unwilling  to  deal  with 
reality  of  any  sort  —  as  can  be  shown 
by  their  television  programs  —  and 
they  will  take  great  pains  to  make 
certain  none  of  the  disruptive  elements 
of  the  world  at  large  interrupt  their 
flow  of  pap.”

A  Day  in  Court  With  Judge  DiGuglielmo

BOSTON  —  Boston  Municipal 
Court  is  not  very  exciting.  The  long  call 
lists  of  criminal  and  civil  cases  soon 
seem  routine,  the  details  fade  with  the 
dull  repetition  of  seemingly  similar 
cases.  The  courtroom  of  Judge  Joseph 
DeGuglielmo  provides  the  exception. 
The  administration  of  justice  in  his 
honor’s  court  provides  constant  fascin¬ 
ation,  if  only  for  its  unique  character. 

DeGuglielmo  came  up  through  the 
Cambridge  political  scene,  serving  as 
city  manager  from  1967-68.  While 
holding  this  post  he  directed  a  drive  to 
rid  Cambridge  of  the  street-people, 
“gypsies,  and  hippies,”  who  colonized 
the  Cambridge  Common  and  Harvard 
Square.  He  was  appointed  to  the  bench 
by  Governor  Francis  Sargeant. 

Judge  DeGuglielmo,  you  may  recall, 
presided  at  the  appeal  trial  in  Superior 
Court  of  one  John  Doe,  convicted  for 
“soliciting  to  commit  an  unnatural 
act”  in  connection  with  an  incident 
which  occured  at  the  Jolar  Cinema  in 
Boston’s  Adult  Entertainment  District. 

In  that  case  the  judge  ordered  Doe 
to  pay  $500  in  court  costs.  Assistant 
District  Attorney  Andrew  Heir  had 
requested  on  behalf  of  the  prosecution 
that  the  Judge  impose  the  same  penalty 
as  had  been  levied  in  Boston  Municipal 
Court,  a  fine  of  $25. 

The  judge’s  action  prompted  State 
Representative  Barney  Frank  to 
comment:  “He  is  punishing  people  to 
scare  them  away  from  using  the 
judicial  system.”  He  charged  DeGug¬ 
lielmo  with  “perverting  the  justice 
system.” 

At  one  point  in  the  Jolar  case,  the 
judge  denounced  the  defendant  for 
“slandering”  the  police  for  having 
charged  them  with  harassment.  Such 
statements  by  DeGuglielmo  are  not 
altogether  uncommon,  based  on  an 
examination  of  the  judge’s  prior 
conduct. 

Incident  in  Copley  Square 

On  a  warm,  early  spring  afternoon 
in  March  of  1974  three  men  were 
playing  music  and  drinking  beer  in  the 
Copley  Square  plaza.  Boston  police 
officers  approached  the  men  and  told 
them  to  cease  playing  and  leave  the 
plaza.  The  three  men  refused  to  leave 
and  police  then  attempted  to  arrest 
them.  A  near-riot  ensued  as  the  crowd 
voiced  its  disapproval  of  what  ap¬ 
peared  to  them  to  be  an  unjustifiable 
arrest  of  the  minstrels. 

The  case  came  before  Judge  DeGug¬ 
lielmo.  The  defendants  argued  that  the 
arrests  had  been  made  illegally  and  that 
Isaac  and  James  Richards,  two  of  the 
defendants,  had  been  brutally  beaten 
and  kicked  by  the  police  before  an 
angry  crowd  of  almost  300  persons. 

Eight  defense  witnesses  appeared  to 
testify  that  the  police  had  provoked  the 
incident  by  refusing  to  give  reasons  for 
the  arrests,  and  that  the  police  had 
beaten,  kicked,  and  punched  the 
Richards  brothers.  The  judge  chal¬ 
lenged  the  veracity  of  testimony  from 
two  defense  witnesses,  but  not  that  of 


any  one  of  the  six  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution. 

Lucy  Matson  was  testifying  for  the 
defense  that  she  had  not  seen  Richards 
strike  a  police  officer,  when  the  judge 
abruptly  interrupted  to  ask  her  where 
she  lived.  She  gave  a  Cambridge 
address. 

“Well,  don’t  you  live  in  a  com¬ 
mune?”  he  asked. 

Matson  hesitated,  then  replied  that 
no,  she  lived  in  an  apartment  and 
shared  rent  with  several  college  room¬ 
mates.  The  attorneys  resumed  ques¬ 
tioning. 

Several  minutes  later,  in  the  open 
courtroom,  DeGuglielmo  offered:  “If 
^ou  want  to  know  what  I  think  about 
the  caliber  of  her  statements.  I’ll  tell 
you.  I  don’t  believe  a  word  she  said.” 

The  defendant’s  lawyer,  Robert 
Deaderick,  objected.  The  judge  over¬ 
ruled  him. 

The  three  defendants  were  found 
guilty  on  charges  ranging  from  being 
disorderly  persons  and  drinking  in 
public  to  assault  and  battery  on  police 
officers.  All  convictions,  except  the 
disorderly  persons  charges  and  one 
count  of  assault,  were  overturned  on 
appeal  to  a  jury  trial.  The  disorderly 
persons  charges  are  still  in  the  pending 
on  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

Who  is  the  Victim? 

Susan  Quinn  interviewed  Judge  De¬ 
Guglielmo  for  her  article  “Prostitutes 
in  Boston”  (Real  Paper,  June  5,  1974). 
She  stated  in  that  piece  that  the  judge 
“consistently  gives  the  biggest  fines, 
longest  sentences  and  most  vituperative 
speeches  in  the  courtroom.” 

At  one  point  Quinn  suggested  to  the 
Judge  that  women  are  discriminated 
against  by  the  prostitution  laws.  He 
told  her  that  “discrimination  is  the 
crutch  you  liberals  use  to  support  your 
position  ....  The  trouble  with  you  is 
you’re  anti-men.  You  want  to  see  all 
the  men  go  to  jail  and  the  women  go 
free.” 

DeGuglielmo  claimed  that  the 
customer  in  a  prostitution  contract  is 
no  different  thanthe  victim  of  rape.  He 
declared  that  “if  you’re  going  to  bring 
the  man  in  on  prostitution,  you  should 
bring  the  women  in  on' rape.”  Quinn 
pointed  out  that  a  raped  woman  was  a 
victim  of  sex  by  violent  means,  whereas 
a  John  is  willing. 

“There’s  a  victim  in  prostitution,” 
the  Judge  replied.  “The  victim’s  the 
man  who  catches  VD  from  a  pro¬ 
stitute.”  And  as  for  rape:  “How  many 
times  does  a  girl  holler  rape  when  ’s 
actually  willing?  Besides,”  he  said, 
“we  had  a  man  in  here  for  prostitution 
the  other  day.  He  was  a  lesbian  —  no, 
not  a  lesbian  —  a  fairy.” 

A  woman  was  brought  before  De¬ 
Guglielmo  two  weeks  ago,  charged 
with  being  a  prostitute.  The  prose¬ 
cution  called  the  alleged  customer  to 
testify  to  the  transaction  which  took 
place  between  him  and  the  defendant. 
The  defense  attorney  attempted  to 
caution  the  witness  as  to  his  possible 
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criminal  liability  in  the  testimony  he 
was  about  to  give,  and  his  constitution¬ 
al  right  to  protect  himself  against  self¬ 
incrimination.  The  Judge  assured  the 
defendant  that  he  had  nothing  to  fear, 
since  charges  are  rarely,  if  ever, 
brought  against  the  customers  of 
prostitutes.  “If  such  a  case  came 
before  this  court,  I’d  throw  it  out.” 

The  defense  attempted  to  argue  that 
since  the  man  was  in  the  officially 
designated  Adult  Entertainment  Zone 
of  the  city  when  the  incident  in 
question  occurred,  he  must  have  had  a 
specific  purpose  for  being  there.  This 
prompted  the  Judge  to  declare  that 
“Robert  Kenney  and  the  entire  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  ought  to  be 
indicted  for  ignoring  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Public  Defenders 

On  Tuesday  of  last  week  DeGug¬ 
lielmo  was  presiding  in  Room  377, 
Suffolk  County  Courthouse:  4th  Civil 
Session  of  Boston  Municipal  Court. 
He  was  examining  the  record  of  a  man 
being  sued  for  a  sum  of  money  by  a 
Boston  merchant,  when  he  suddenly 
looked  up  and  exclaimed  to  the  defense 
lawyer,  “You  mean  your  client  has  a 
six  thousand  dollar  automobile  and  he 
is  entitled  to  a  public  defender?”  The 
lawyer  explained  that  his  client  earned 
less  than  $100  a  week  and  had  only 
been  required  to  place  a  small  down 
payment  in  order  to  purchase  the 
vehicle. 

He  warned,  “You’d  better  be  sure 
when  this  case  comes  to  trial  it  doesn’t 
come  before  me.  I’ll  throw  you  off  the 
case.  You  people:  Legal  Aid,  B.U., 
Harvard,  and  Suffolk  law  schools,  you 


use  these  courts  to  practice,  but  I  won’t 
have  it  here.” 

Many  lawyers  I  spoke  to  were 
understandingly  reluctant  to  state  pub¬ 
licly  their  opinions  of  DeGuglielmo’s 
judicial  character.  They  never  know 
when  they  might  have  to  bring  a  case 
before  him.  The  attitude  most  common 
among  these  gentlemen  was  expressed 
by  Richard  Rubino,  Boston  gay  activist 
lawyer,  who  stated,  “He’s  the  one 
judge  I’ll  do  practically  anything  to 
avoid  appearing  before.  He’s  the  type 
of  person  that  you  know  gets  up  on  the 
wrong  side  of  the  bed  every  day.” 

Several  sources  indicated  that  the 
court-watching  teams  set  up  to  monitor 
DeGuglielmo,  like  the  one  which  led  to 
the  successful  removal  of  Judge 
Jerome  Troy  from  Dorchester  District 
Court,  have  been  largely  unsuccessful. 
He  apparently  was  acutely  aware  of 
such  observation,  and,  according  to 
one  source,  “cleaned  up  his  act.” 

This  indicates  that  the  judge  may  be 
quite  well  aware  of  the  gravity  of  his 
judicial  indiscretions.  “That’s  much 
more  frightening  to  me  than’  the  idea 
that  his  actions  arise  out  of  simple 
ignorance,”  said  one  attorney  who  has 
tried  several  cases  before  him. “The 
realization  that  his  actions  and  com¬ 
ments  are  by  design.” 

The  most  unfortunate  consequence, 
in  Richard  Rubino’s  view,  is  that  the 
judge’s  decisions  force  people  to 
commit  the  very  crimes  of  which  he 
convicts  them.  “He  reinforces  the 
isolation  of  gays,  particularly  gay 
males,  by  encouraging  anonymous  sex 
through  his  unwillingness  to  deal  with 
the  issue  openly.”

“Isn’t  It  A  Pity ” 

Isn  7  it  a  pity, 

Isn  7  it  a  shame, 

How  we  break  each  others  hearts. 

And  cause  each  other  pain; 

How  we  take  each  other’s  love, 

Without  thinking  anymore; 

Forgetting  to  give  back. 

Isn  7  it  a  pity. 

Most  of  us  are  or  have  been  involved 
in  an  intense  emotional  and  sexual 
relationship  with  at  least  one  person. 
However  temporary  or  transitory  it 
may  be,  we  say  we  are  in  love  with  our 
beloved,  and  that  this  feeling  is 
returned. 

The  love  we  have  for  a  friend  has  a 
more  generalized  and  objective  emo¬ 
tional  quality.  We  can  have  many 
friends  whom  we  love.  And  if  asked 
why,  we  can  usually  weigh  strengths 
and  weaknesses  and  come  up  with 
reasonable,  objective  answers. 

Being  in  love  is  more  magic  and  less 
logic.  Being  in  love  has  a  more  specific 
and  subjective  emotional  quality.  And 
if  asked  why,  our  attempt  at  an 
objective  answer  must  be  seasoned 
with  a  very  subjective  reply:  just 
because  it  feels  good.  Though  we  may 
see  things  in  our  beloved’s  personality 
we  do  not  like,  aqd  though  we  may  be  a 
great  distance  apart  or  some  other 
circumstance  may  separate  us,  our  love 
can  transcend  these  obstacles,  at  least 
for  a  while.  It’s  the  stuff  of  romance; 
and  Isaac  Newton  notwithstanding,  it 
makes  the  world  go  ’round. 

In  retrospect,  we  can  compare  the 
joys  of  falling  in  love  with  the  pain  of 
falling  out  of  love,  and  chalk  it  all  up 
to  experience.  In  between,  we  may  even 
have  worked  on  staying  in  love.  (Erich 
Fromm  is  a  great  supporter  of  standing 
in  love  as  against  falling  in  love. 
Presumably,  it’s  less  injurious.)  Yes, 
George,  it  is  a  pity;  but  it  can  also  be  an 
education  if  you  learn  from  your 
mistakes.  The  real  pity  is  not  to  learn 
to  avoid  the  mistakes  you’ve  already 
made. 

How  do  you  feel  about  lover 
relationships?  What  are  your  expecta¬ 
tions,  and  how  do  they  sometimes  lead 
to  unhappy  consequences?  You’ll  get 
your  chance  to  reply  on  the  question¬ 
naire  at  the  end  of  this  article. 

Internal  drives  and  external  social 
pressures  co-mingle  in  a  myriad  of 
social  relationships.  Those  we  want  to 
examine  are  the  relationships  of  lovers: 
straight  women  and  men,  gay  women 
and  gay  men.  Some  of  us  are  in  these 
relationships.  Some  of  us  aren’t  but 
want  to  be. 

Kiss  And  Tell 

Heard  any  good  stereotypes  lately?  Try 
these  on  for  size:  Straight  men  are 
macho  pigs;  they  are  the  lords.  Straight 
women  are  their  servants;  they  kiss  ass. 
Gay  women  are  cyphers;  they,  hide, 
hang  together,  and  “don’t  mess 
around.”  Gay  men  are  sissies;  they 
hang  loose  on  the  faggots’  treadmill  — 
the  eternal  search  for  the  perfect  fuck. 

If  these  stereotypes  bug  you,  maybe 


a  hard-core  examination  of  them  is  in 
order.  Do  they  even  vaguely  represent 
patterns  of  relating?  And  are  these 
patterns  changing  with  the  “sexual 
revolution”?  Is  there  a  “sexual  revolu¬ 
tion”?  If  there  is,  is  it  just  genital  — 
more  sex  with  fewer  hang-ups  for 
everybody?  Or  is  it  a  genuine  social 
phenomenon  as  well  —  more  “mean¬ 
ingful  relationships”  for  everybody? 
How  about  the  flip  side:  does  the 
anonymous  carnality  of  the  seething, 
orgiastic  multitudes  lead  to  “meaning¬ 
ful  relationships”  with  the  staying 
power  of  an  ice  cube  in  hell?  Interest¬ 
ing  questions. 

The  lessening  of  external  social 
pressures  (that  is,  the  “sexual  revolu¬ 
tion”)  would  seem  to  be  leading  us 
away  from  the  traditional  pejorative 
stereotypes  of  straights  and  gays.  The 
new  trend  is  for  the  straight  man  no 
longer  to  feel  the  need  to  play 
“pursuer”  and  for  the  straight  woman 
to  play  “pursuee.”  Likewise,  the 
influence  of  conventional  gender  roles 
on  sexual  development,  orientation 
and  expression  is  breaking  down 
barriers  for  gays.  Gay  women  now 
have  an  opportunity  to  pursue  multiple 
if  more  casual  relationships.  A  con- 
commitant  though  opposite  trend  is 
emerging  for  gay  men;  that  is,  stable 
one-to-one  relationships  are  more  evi¬ 
dent  or  possible  than  heretofor. 

What  Will  The  Neighbors  Say? 

Our  culture  has  behavioral  standards 
for  its  privileged  straight  members:  To 
be  legitimate,  you  must  pair  up!  Make 
it  official:  Marry!  Make  marriage 
official:  Have  babies!  For  its  gay 
members,  who  don’t  exist,  of  course,  it 
has  no  standards.  Gays  must  make 
their  own  way.  And  often  that  way  is 
to  covet  the  pair-bonding  and  filial 
felicities  of  the  privileged  straights.  But 
without  the  official  sanction  of  matri¬ 
mony  and  kiddies,  •  the  prevailing 
standard  seems^to  be:  remain  single 
and  remain  frustrated. 

Michael  Silverstein,  a  counselor  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  area’s  Gay 
Men’s  Counseling  Collective,  says: 
“Men  in  this  society  aren’t  trained  to 
take  care  of  their  feelings,  either  for 
themselves  or  for  each  other.  Instead, 
women  are  programmed  to  take  care  of 
men  in  return  for  money  and  security, 
and  men  are  programmed  to  depend  on 
women  to  do  that.  So  gay  men  just 
don’t  have  the  skills  and  sensitivity 
needed  to  support  another  human 
being,  or  even  to  accept  support  from 
another  man.” 

Silverstein  is  employing  stereotypes 
here:  man  as  the  embodiment  of  power 
and  woman  as  the  embodiment  of 
feeling.  The  two  classical  sexual  dys¬ 
functions  are  impotency  in  men  and 
frigidity  in  women.  Traditionally,  im¬ 
potency  is  seen  as  a  power  failure  while 
frigidity  is  seen  as  a  feeling  failure.  In 
truth,  these  may  be  rever  sed:  impo¬ 
tency  is  an  inability  to  feel,  and 
frigidity  is  an  inability  to  act.  These 
seem  to  be  culturally  conditioned 
sexual  responses  —  or  non-responses. 
And  they’re  common  to  gays  and 
straights  alike. 


Love  Is  A  Many-Splendored  Thing 

“Common  Love” 

Beside  themselves  with  love. 

Two  faces  resemble  one  another .  .  . 
They  secretly  surrender  the  un¬ 
touched  reserves 

That  common  love  both  squanders 
and  preserves. 

Traditionally,  the  lover  relationship 
we’re  exploring  means  we  have  or  want 
to  have  one  special  person*with  whom 
we’re  in  love  and  who’s  in  love  with  us. 
We  have  a  unique  emotional  and 
sexual  bond  with  our  lover,  with  whom 
we  also  share  a  sense  of  mutual  respect. 
Of  course,  this  is  an  ideal.  There’s 
sexual  attraction  without  love,  and  we 
can  respect  a  colleague  or  even  a 
newsworthy  figure  not  known  to  us 
personally.  And  we  love  our  intimate 
friends,  those  with  whom  we  share  joys 
and  sorrows.  We  might  even  admit  to 
loving  a  few  relatives,  without  feeling 
obliged  to.  But  none  of  these  folks  are 
our  lovers.  He  or  she  is  special,  and  our 
relationship  is  special. 

Go  Do  It  In  The  Road! 

“Poeme  Des  Amours  Fugitifs” 

and  growing  older,  only  enthuse 
for  money,  to  keep  on  buying  youths 
to  warm  my  age  with  their  hot 
hands: 

the  best  loves  are  one-night  stands! 

Our  cultural  theology  —  all  the 
inhibitions  and  taboos  seen  as  threats 
to  the  fundamental  family  unit  —  has 
weighed  us  with  the  chains  of  Marley’s 
ghost.  And  we’ve  been  dragging  the 
chains  around  with  us  into  an  era  when 
many  feel  the  possibilities  for  multiple 
relationships  abound. 

Many  people  are  satisfied  to  pair¬ 
bond  —  to  be  live-in  lovers.  Others 
move  from  lover  to  lover  in  sequence 

—  they  turn  in  last  year’s  model.  And 
some  have  several  at  once.  (WOW!) 
Others  are  into  one-nighters,  the 
cash-and-carry  trade,  or  like  to  fool 
around  in  the  bushes  with  by-standers. 

For  some  of  us,  the  pair-bond  may 
not  be  the  most  natural  choice  to 
make,  though  it  is  held  up  to  us  as  the 
ideal  state.  Other  kinds  of  sexual  and 
emotional  relationships  may  be  as 
fulfilling.  So  why  feel  guilty  —  or 
worse,  faulty  —  for  not  having  gotten 
together  with  someone  as  a  matched 
set?  Perhaps  you  can  find  security  in 
multiplicity,! promiscuity  or  evenanon 
ymity.  People  like  this  have  usually 
been  held  up  to  us  a  victims  of  social 
diseases.  Maybe  it’s  not  a  disease  but  a 
natural  state,  not  social  but  constitu¬ 
tional.  Maybe  the  only  real  disease  is 
guilt. 

All  The  Lonely  People 

“Isn’t  It  A  Pity” 

Somethings  take  so  long. 

But  how  do  I  explain? 

When  not  too  many  people 
Can  see  we’re  all  the  same. 

The  First  hang-up  to  overcome  in 
establishing  or  maintaining  a  relation¬ 
ship  with  a  lover  is  the  concept  that 
others  know  something  that  you  don’t 
about  life,  and  all  you’ve  got  to  do  is 
learn  the  special  secret  to  make  it  all 
work.  Well,  surprise!  Here’s  the  secret: 
Everybody,  on  the  average,  is  about  as 
hung-up  about  the  same  general  things 

—  like  relationships  —  as  you  are! 
(How  about  that!  Now,  aren’t  you  glad 
you  read  this  article?!)  Yes,  indeed, 
beneath  all  the  cool  facades  quiver 
insecure  egos  just  like  yours. 


Advice  To  The  Lovelorn 

Four  mental  health  specialists  were 
asked  to  comment  on  aspects  of  lover 
fantasies  based  on  their  experiences 
with  clients  in  therapy.  They  had  to 
glean  their  impressions  from  years  of 
clinical  experience  and  to  offer  tenta¬ 
tive  conclusions  in  a  social  context.  It 
was  difficult  for  them  to  go  from  the 
specifics  of  clinical  psychology  (case- 
by-case)  to  the  generalities  of  social 
psychology.  It  was  particularly  diffi¬ 
cult  for  them  to  try  to  isolate 
impressions  about  four  distinct  groups 
of  clients:  those  who  were  self- 
identified  homosexual  and  hetero¬ 
sexual,  men  and  women.  Furthermore, 
they  were  asked  to  consider  as  irrele¬ 
vant  whether  or  not  clients  were 
currently  in  lover  relationships,  as 
clients’  fantasies  and  expectations 
rather  than  actual  life  situations  were 
important. 

Obviously,  therapists’  clients  receive 
therapy  because  they  experience  mental 
and  emotional  difficulties  in  their  lives. 
And  those  who  come  to  therapy  with  a 
lover  problem  to  resolve  do  so  because 
they  cannot  get  beyond  their  fantasies 
in  order  to  establish  or  to  sustain  a 
satisfying  relationship  with  a  lover. 
Furthermore,  the  therapists  were  asked 
to  weed  out  of  their  consideratons: 
(1)  bisexual  clients,  who  were  seen  to 
be  ambivalent  about  their  sexual 
orientation  for  the  purposes  of  this 
investigation;  (2)  clients  whose  prob¬ 
lems  were  not  concerned  with  lover 
relationships;  and  (3)  clients  who  did 
have  this  as  a  problem,  but  whose 
mental  and  emotional  functioning  was 
seriously  impaired  by  greater,  more 
comprehensive  personality  problems. 

So  with  the  understanding  that  we’re 
considering  a  select  group  of  subjects 
(the  clients)  by  a  sorely-taxed,  albeit 
expert  group  of  observers  (the  thera¬ 
pists),  we  can  still  gain  some  worth¬ 
while  insights  concerning  people’s 
lover  fantasies.  The  four  therapists 
asked  to  comment  were:  (1)  Liza 
Crawford,  a  peer  counselor  at  Project 
Place;  (2)  Carolyn  Jones,  a  counselor 
in  private  practice;  and  (3)  David 
Griffiths,  counselor  at  Homophile 
Community  Health  Service  and  (4) 
Donald  McGaw,  counselor  at  HCHS 
and  executive  director  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  Counseling  Associates 
(Quincy).  (All  are  in  Boston.)

(On  lover  relationships:) 

McGAW:  Our  divorce  rate  is  high  only 
because  we’ve  been  calling  a  lot  of 
things  relationships  that  aren’t  re¬ 
lationships.  It  is  true  we  do  meet,  we 
do  go  out,  we  do  enjoy,  go  to  bed, 
and  have  a  marvelous  physical  trip. 
But  what  we’re  having  is  an  affair, 
not  a  lover  relationship. 

In  an  affair  there  is  no  commitment. 
In  a  lover  relationship  there  is.  But 
what  we’re  having  is  an  affair,  not  a 
lover  relationship.  A  relationship 
grows  out  of  two  independent  people 
who  come  together  to  share  their 
independence.  Where  they  share  their 
independence  they  are  one.  But  they 
always  have  that  autonomy,  and  that 
permits  growth  . .  .  Sex  has  become  the 
ruler  by  which  we  measure  all  of  life.  I 
think  we’re  on  very  shaky  ground  by 
doing  that.  We’re  giving  sex  a  far 
greater  part  in  our  lives  than  it 
deserves. 

(On  gays:) 

JONES:  I’ve  gotten  in  touch  with  gay 
people  wanting  to  have  relationships 
and  feeling  that  they  can’t  have 
them.  Young  people  feel  their  fanta¬ 
sies  are  taboo,  and  have  problems 
getting  beyond  that.  Older  people 
with  more  experience  have  had  many 
frustrations.  Both  can’t  imagine 
good  relationships  being  realizable, 
perhaps  because  society  doesn’t 
teach  them  to  believe  otherwise  and 
support  them  in  that  belief. 

(On  gay  men:) 

GRIFFITHS:  I’ve  found  with  a  lot  of 
gay  male  clients  the  belief  that  while 
the  lover  relationship  is  desirable* 
it’s  not  a  possibility  for  them.  It’s 
too  fraught  with  obstacles  and  pain. 
This  is  a  pretty  wide-spread  feeling  I 
think.  .  .  .  Gay  men  are  afraid  as 
they  get  older  to  risk  the  possibility 
of  leaving  a  bad  lover  relationship, 
because  they  fear  they  may  not  get 
into  another  one.  That’s  wrong,  be¬ 
cause  older  gay  men  should  recog¬ 
nize  that  they’re  certainly  desirable, 
even  to  younger  gays. 

McGAW:  Traditional  gay  male  gather¬ 
ing  places  are  indeed  fantasy  places. 
The  baths  have  nothing  to  do  with 
reality,  neither  do  the  bushes  or  the 
beaches  or  the  bars.  They  are  places 


you  choose  to  go  for  fantasy  experi¬ 
ences. 

There  are  persons  who  go  to  the 
“four  B’s”  for  a  reality  experience  of 
meeting  someone  to  whom  and  with 
whom  they  can  communicate  and 
develop  a  relationship.  Too  often  such 
expectations  are  frustrated  because  of 
the  fantasy  setting.  Yet,  when  we 
accept  the  fantasy  setting,  a  good  time 
is  available. 

JONES:  I  see  more  attention  to  sociali¬ 
zation  as  valuable  to  gay  men.  A  gay 
bar  is  a  potential  gathering  place  for 
relaxation,  entertainment  and  social 
interaction.  It  can  be  more  than  a 
meatrack  for  sex  hunters. 

(On  gay  women  versus  gay  men:) 
JONES:  Many  gay  men  have  not 
begun  to  deal  with  defining  their 
needs  in  relationships  beyond  ran¬ 
dom  experimentation.  I  see  more 
deliberate,  conscious  thinking  by  gay 
women  on  this  subject. 

(On  women  versus  men:) 

McGAW:  I  think  it’s  chauvinistic  to 
say  that  men  are  more  promiscuous 
than  women.  We  don’t  know  that.  I 
see  women  changing  partners  about 
as  often  as  men. 

JONES:  I  see  more  of  a  difference  in 
fantasy  expectations  between  men 
and  women  than  between  gays  and 
straights  ....  Men  have  been  ac- 
culterated  to  conceal  their  feelings. 
As  women  begin  to  experiment  more 
sexually,  there  may  have  to  be  some 
such  defense  —  like  concealment  of 
feelings  —  in  order  to  cope  with  their 
new  freedom  of  sexual  expression. 
CRAWFORD:  There  are  people  who 
get  hooked  into  a  relationship  like: 
my  lover  doesn’t  fit  my  fantasy,  but 
he  should;  so  I’m  going  to  make  him 
fit.  It’s  like  a  Procrustean  bed.  Then 
there  are  people  whose  lover  doesn’t 
fit  their  fantasy,  but  they  also  have  a 
fantasy  of  their  lover  not  fitting  their 
fantasy.  They’re  continually  miser¬ 
able.  That’s  the  only  thing  they 
know  and  the  only  way  they  feel 
safe.  So  they’re  not  likely  to  go  out 
looking  for  a  lover  who  gives  them 
what  they  say  they  want.  That’s 
another  tricky  double  trip.  And  both

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Simple  Justice? 


Simple  Justice  by  Richard  Kluger, 

823pp.,  Knopf,  $15.95.

In  state  legislatures  across  the 
country,  as  well  as  in  Congress,  gay 
rights  lobbyists  invariably  use  the  black 
civil  rights  movement  as  an  analogy  to 
their  own.  Respected  black  leaders  like 
U.S.  Rep.  Ron  Dellums  and  Lt.  Gov. 
Mervyn  Dymally,  both  of  California, 
U.S.  Rep.  Shirley  Chisholm  of  New 
York,  and  Massachusetts  State  Sen. 
Bill  Owens  make  the  argument  more 
convincing  by  consistently  emerging  as 
gay  supporters  in  the  name  of  “minor¬ 
ity  solidarity.” 

The  comparison,  however,  is  not 
always  valid.  A  black  person  can 
usually  find  a  little  of  this  “solidarity” 
with  his  or  her  family.  But  for  gays  the 
family  often  represents  nothing  but 
animated  antagonism.  Furthermore, 
science  and  religion  have  been  far  less 
unanimous  in  their  support  for  gay 
civil  rights  than  they  have  for  black 
civil  rights,  Ann  Landers  and  Dr. 
Shockley  notwithstanding. 

Simple  Justice  is  an  exhaustive 
chronicle  and  analysis  of  how  the  black 
community  has  battled  to  eliminate 
segregation  in  public  schools.  (Kluger 
would  do  well  to  consider  taking 
another  seven  yea’rs  to  write  a  follow¬ 
up  on  this  book  from  Boston;  it’s 
hardly  over.)  It  is  immensely  dis¬ 
couraging  to  read,  as  it  becomes  more 
and  more  obvious  how  far  the  issue  of 
civil  rights  for  all  Americans  still  has  to 
go.  I  started  reading  more  and  more  of 
Thurgood  Marshall  —  now  a  Supreme 
Court  Justice  but  then  only  a  lawyer 
for  the  NAACP  —  and  was  shaken 
upon  realizing  that  all  of  the  events  in 
question  —  like  separate  water  fount¬ 
ains  or  the  lynching  of  a  school-age 
black  boy  for  urinating  on  the  street  — 
happened  less  than  25  years  ago!

inspiring,  I’m  sure.  In  1896,  the 
Supreme  Court  ruled,  in  Plessy  vs. 
Ferguson,  that  “separate  but  equal” 
schools  were  indeed  possible,  and  that 
if  all-black  schools  were  inferior,  it  was 
“solely  because  the  colored  race 
chooses  to  put  that  construction  upon 
it.”  It  was  not  until  58  years  later,  in 
Brown  vs.  Board  of  Education,  that

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the  Court  held  that  “separate  educa¬ 
tional  facilities  are  inherently  un¬ 
equal.” 

The  Supreme  Court’s  March  29  “de¬ 
cision”  that  morc-or-less  said  that 
states  do  indeed  possess  the  right  to 
regulate  private  bedroom  activities 
seems  to  indicate  that  the  gay  move¬ 
ment  is  in  its  Plessy  stage  at  the  present 
time.  The  gay  civil  rights  (movement 
owes  considerable  thanks  to  the  in¬ 
trepid  NAACP  for  paving  the  way  into 
landmark  civil  rights  areas,  so  per¬ 
haps  when  the  as-yet-unwritten  story 
of  Matlovieh  vs.  Runsfeld  reaches  the 
court,  as  it  surely  will  within  the  next 
year  or  two,  Lenny  Matlovieh  will  start 
to  look  a  lot  like  Linda  Brown. 

Kluger’s  book  should  be  required 
reading  for  anyone  wanting  to  know¬ 
how  a  civil  rights  movement  can  begin. 
Civil  rights  is  an  issue  of  challenges, 
legal  and  otherwise.  It  means  challeng¬ 
ing  a  system  that  was  then  and  still  is 
(mostly)  now  run  by  and  for  the  white, 
the  male,  and  the  straight  (or  at  least 
outwardly  so).  Fear  by  those  in  power 
that  those  people  without  rights  or 
power  are  making  gains  is  as  much  an 
issue  today  as  it  was  over  a  century  ago 
when  southern  slave-owners  fought 
back,  in  1953  when  Linda  Brown  tried 
to  enter  an  all-white  school  in  Topeka, 
or  last  month  when  fully  half  the 
Massachusetts  electorate  told  the  New 
York  Times  that  they  believe  govern¬ 
ment  is  doing  too  much  for  blacks  and 
other  minorities. 

Unfortunately,  and  as  much  as  the 
national  press  would  like  to  deny  it, 
equal  rights  is  not  a  subject  fit  for 
discussion  in  posh  and  educated 
Lincoln/Bel-Air  homes  only.  Gut-level 
drives  for  human  rights  are  less 
eloquent  but  no  less  real  among  the 
poor  or  the  uneducated.  Consequently, 
Kluger’s  seven-year  effort  —  highly 
polished  prose  and  twice  the  size  it 
should  be  —  may  go  unread  by  the 
persons  whom  he  intended  to  help 
with  its  publication. 

Simple  Justice  probably  could  be 
looked  at  as  merely  a  timetable  of 
historical  events  by  some  readers.  But 
the  story  it  tells  is  more  than  just  a 
chronology  of  court  cases  and  appeals: 
it  is  a  highly  insightful  and  detailed 
look  at  what  one  minority  endured  for 
the  sake  of  the  future  of  their  children. 
It  was  not  simple,  and  often  it  was  not 
even  justice.  And  so  if  there  could  be 
one  lesson  gay  readers  could  draw 
from  Kluger’s  work,  it  is  that  many 
losses  must  precede  a  victory.  I  hope  it 
won’t  take  58  more  years.

The  Beales  on  location  at  Grey  Gardens

The  Maysles  brothers  bring  us  into 
Grey  Gardens  (now  at  the  Charles 
Center  Cinema)  with  their  usual  cine¬ 
ma  verite  technique,  as  illustrated  in 
“Salesman”  (1969),  and  “Gimme 
Shelter”  (1970). 

The  camera  moves  us  through  a 
jungle  that  seems  to  have  once  been  a 
path  but  is  now'  buried  by  over-grown, 


unkempt  hedges,  bushes  and  trees.  We 
arrive  at  the  steps  of  an  equally 
unkempt  house  buried  by  the  same 
hedges,  bushes  and  trees.  There,  we  are 
introduced  to  Little  Edie,  who  has  been 
awaiting  us.  As  she  turns  to  enter  the 
house  where  her  mother,  Big  Edie,  is 
helplessly/impatiently  waiting,  she 
makes  a  statement  that  defines  her 
life  —  thus  the  film:  “It’s  difficult  to 
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keep  a  line  between  the  past  and  the 
present.” 

Inside  the  house,  passing  through 
dreary,  dusty  halls  and  rooms,  we  find 
an  old  woman  nearing  80,  who  sits  in 
the  shadows  of  an  unlit  hall.  This  is 
Mrs.  Beale  and  she’s  yelling  at  her 
56-year-old  daughter  about  their  rac¬ 
coons  that  just  ate  their  way  through  a 
wall  in  from  the  attic. 

The  scene  is  jGrey  Gardens:  a 
dilapidated,  decaying  seaside  mansion 

—  a  house  that  is  slowly  being 
swallowed  by  the  once  famous  gardens 
that  surround  it.  Inside,  the  characters 

—  a  mother  and  daughter  born  to 
aristocratic  wealth,  power  and  social 
position  —  live  totally  in  recluse  after 
having  abandoned  all  ties  with  the 
present  society  outside  their  door. 

This  is  Grey  Gardens  and  from  this 
point  on  you  will  never  be  sure  of 
anything  else. 


We  are  witnesses  to  their  casual 
day-to-day  life  which  reveals  one  of  the 
most  complete  and  honest  picture  of  a 
relationship  ever  documented  on  film. 
All  boundaries  of  aristocratic  class, 
mother-daughter  roles,  sanity  and 
insanity,  the  past  and  present,  fantasy 
and  reality  have  been  completely 
diminished  by  their  20-year  bond  of 
mutual  dependence  and  recrimination. 

Though  we  are  torn  by  the  truthful 
horrors  of  wasted  beauty,  talent  and 
intelligence  —  of  misspent  lives  due  to 
societal  pressures  of  their  aristocratic 
class,  we  rejoice  at  their  truthful 
existence  wrapped  up  in  their  love  for 
one  another  where  they  don’t  give  a 
damn  about  anything  else. 

“Grey  Gardens”  is  a  painful  but 
poignant  affirmation  of  life,  rich  in  the 
kinds  of  socio-psychological  truths 
that  the  camera  rarely  has  the  freedom 
to  reveal. 


Even  in  May,  1976,  it  is  rare  to  find  a  film  treating  homosexuals  as  people  with 
human  problems.  Rainer  Werner  Fassbinder’s  “Fox  and  his  Friends,”  opening 
Wed.  May  19  at  the  Allston  Cinema  1  exclusively,  does  this  and  does  it  well. 

The  tragic  story  of  a  doomed  affair,  “Fox  and  his  Friends,”  focuses  more  on 
class  than  on  sexuality.  Fassbinder’s  film  has  been  called  “the  first  serious,  explicit 
but  non-sensational  movie  about  homosexuality  to  be  shown  in  this  country.” 
Director  Fassbinder,  who  also  plays  the  title  role  of  Fox,  says  “the  life  of  the 
homosexual  is  subject  to  the  same  mechanics  as  the  life  of  so-called  normal  people. 
The  film  takes  place  among  homosexuals  because  the  political  ideas  come  out 
clearer  this  way.”  With  homosexuality  a  given  fact,  Fassbinder  develops  story  and 
character  with  sensitivity.

Philadelphia  gay  poet  Jack  Veasey 
has  just  published  his  first  book, 
entitled  Handful  of  Hair,  featuring  the 
“Wolfman’s  Dream”  from  which  the 
title  of  the  volume  was  extracted. 

‘‘I  won’t  wake  up  again,”  the 
wolfman  recounts  in  the  opening  line 
of  the  poem.  Here  the  idea  of  the  man 
who  can  transform  himself  into  the 
beast  is  treated  with  the  blunt  edge  of 
the  Veasey  humor: 

“Combmy  hair,  my/ 
face, 

my  face  .  .  ./ 
my  FACE?” 

Similarly,  there  is  ‘‘Origin  Story  no. 
1:  Plastic  Man,”  about  the  origin  of 
the  superhero  ‘‘Plastic  Man,”  who  can 
cross  ‘‘the  wide  room  without  letting 
go  of  the  chair.” 

Veasey  does  not  consider  himself  a 
‘‘gay”  poet,  but  rather  a  poet  who 
happens  also  to  be  gay.  He  feels, 
however,  that  he  does  have  a  “gay 
sensibility.”  Veasey  also  readily  admits 


that  not  much  of  his  poetry  is  political 
in  nature. 

Yet  in  Handful  of  Hair  there  is  a 
very  poignant  political  poem  entitled 
“Gears,”  about  the  mundaneness  of 
the  nine-to-five  conveyor-belt  existence 
a  lot  of  us  pursue.  It’s  also  a  statement 
on  how  we  deal  with  deformities.  In 
the  poem,  Sally  gives  birth  to  an 
appliance,  and  the  persona  attempts  to 
explain  just  where  the  deformed  thing 
came  from. 

He  concludes,  in  a  typically  mis- 
ogynistic  fashion,  that  it  no  longer 
matters.  Sally  has  died,  and  the 
junkman  is  coming  by  for  the  appli¬ 
ance  anyway.  The  insensitivity  of  the 
male  persona  is  portrayed  beautifully, 
and  it  becomes  a  haunting  statement 
on  the  often  emotional  vacuum 
through  which  the  male  sex  thinks: 

“It  doesn’t  matter  what  Sally’d 
say/She’s  out.” 

Jack  Veasey  started  writing  at  nine 
or  ten.  His  first  work  was  a  horror 


story  written,  as  he  confesses  readily, 
“to  keep  from  going  crazy.”  In  high 
school  he  had  visions  of  becoming  a 
folksingcr  and  auditioned  (and  per¬ 
formed)  at  area  bars  and  clubs. 
However,  af'cr  coming  down  with 
mono  and  being  confined  to  bed  for  a 
long  while,  he  got  back  into  writing 
poetry  more  seriously. 

In  “Sleeping  Through  It,”  Veasey 
shows  his  ability  to  be  superbly 
original.  A  poem  about  a  once-a-year 
party  in  which  a  person’s  emotions 
gather  together  to  reveal  their  real 
inner  selves,  it  presents  a  stark  and 
frightening  picture.  In  the  end  he 
concludes  with  a  warning:  “Anyone 
who  wakes  up  kills  himself.” 

Veasey’s  cloak,  his  protective 
sheath,  is  often  one  of  humor;  through 
it  he  can  conceal  the  otherwise  unbear¬ 
able  pain  of  the  situations  he  depicts. 
He  admits  that  Handful  of  Hair  was 
written  during  a  trying  three-month 
period  and  thus  probably  reflects  a 


Doctor’s  Orders?

A  recent  study  of  hepatitis  (type  B 
infection)  concludes  that  the  disease,  a 
debilitating  though  rarely  fatal  liver 
ailment,  is  spreading  rapidly  qmong 
male  homosexuals,  and  the  doctors 
point  to  anal  sexuality  and  promiscuity 
as  the  cause  of  the  epidemic. 

The  study,  written  up  in  the  October 
1975  issue  of  the  Annals  of  Internal 
Medicine,  was  authored  by  Dr.  Wolf 
Szumness  and  several  other  workers. 
Their  article  was  entitled  “On  the  Role 
of  Sexual  Behavior  in  the  Spread  of 
Hepatitis  B  Infection.”  The  study  was 
done  with  the  cooperation  of  several 
New  York  gay  groups,  including  the 
Gay  Men’s  Health  Care  Center,  the 
West  Side  Discussion  Group  and  the 
Mattachine  Society. 

In  the  article,  the  doctors  mention 
that  although  hepatitis  is  on  the  rise 
among  heterosexual  men  and  women, 
the  incidence  is  minimal  among  lesbi¬ 
ans  and  most  pronounced  among  male 
homosexuals.  The  authors  conclude, 
“Our  data  would  suggest  that  avoid¬ 
ance  of  rectal  intercourse  by  homo¬ 
sexuals  might  substantially  reduce  the 
transmission  of  hepatitis  B  among 
them,  and,  due  to  the  high  risk  of 
gonorrhea,  syphilis,  and  hepatitis  B  for 
homosexuals,  it  would  seem  that  they 
should  be  advised  to  refrain  from 
blood  donations.” 

Nowhere  in  the  article,  curiously,  do 


more  somber  attitude  tow.  ds 
he  usually  portrays. 

Yet  sometimes  there  is  in  ,-loak. 
only  the  bare  tendrils  of  \ie  emotion- 
standing  naked  and  waning  to 
judged,  as  in  the  following  lines: 

“There  is  no  place  for  eyes 
in  this  dark  sea. 
there  are  no  ears.- 

Or  the  inadequacies  of  our  relation¬ 
ships  that  are  often  too  short,  or  too 
inconsequential: 

“All  night, 
beside  your  bad  ear, 

I  was  talking.” 

There’s  also  the  poem  about  the 
nine-year-old  who  seeks  revenge  on 
sadistic  teacher;  and  the  “Wounded 
Animals”  who  follow  the  policeman 
home  one  night.  And,  of  course, 
there’s  the  monster  who  explains 
almost  apologetically,  “It’s  not  their 
flesh  I  thirst  for/  it’s  their  hunger.'’ 


the  authors  refer  to  rimming  (the 
licking  of  the  asshole),  though  this  can 
be  a  factor  in  the  spread  of  hepatitis, 
since  the  germ  is  carried  in  shit. 

Gay  health  workers,  however,  have 
never  advised  “avoidance”  of  rectal 
intercourse  or  rimming  as  an  overall 
solution  to  hepatitis  or  VD  in  general. 
As  Edward  Guthmann  has  written  in 
Gay  Sunshine  (the  essay  appears  also  in 
After  You’re  Out),  “Preventing  VD  is 
a  mixture  of  hygiene,  caution  and 
positive  thinking.”  Guthmann’s  ad¬ 
vice,  which  includes  the  simple  idea  of 
“washing  clean  before  and  after  sex,” 
seems  more  reasonable  than  the  view 
of  the  medical  establishment. 

The  doctors  follow  their  research 
with  anti-sexual  warnings  that  seem 
well-meaning  enough  on  the  surface 
but  which  betray  the  anti-homosexual 
leanings  of  their  profession  to  date. 
Only  the  most  repressive  health  profes¬ 
sionals  would  advise  heterosexuals  that 
“avoidance”  of  intercourse  is  a  solu¬ 
tion  to  some  of  the  resulting  problems, 
such  as  VD  or  unwanted  pregnancy. 

Furthermore,  in  d  recent,  GCN, 
Dr.  Sanford  Reder,  who  donates  his 
services  to  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center’s  Gay  Health  Night,  was  quoted 
as  saying  that  in  his  belief,  the  danger 
of  transmitting  the  disease  in  a  blood 
transfusion  is  “low”  or  “ni  n- 
existent.”

My  friend  Jeffrey  met  me  at  the 
theatre  with  Nicole  and  Ariana,  who 
had  just  come  from  their  ballet  class. 
Both  three-year-olds  were  up  for  seeing 
The  Best  of  Chelm ,  the  children’s 
theatre  piece  now  running  at  the 
Cambridge  ensemble  on  Saturday 


afternoons.  All  they  wanted  to  know 
was  “Will  it  be  scary?”  and  “Can  we 
talk?” 

Well,  it  wasn’t  scary  (to  the  dismay, 
I  suspect,  of  our  young  companions), 
but  they  were  encouraged  to  talk, 
laugh,  and  give  advice  throughout.

“Best  of  Chelm”  features  selections 
from  previous  Cambridge  Ensemble 
enactments  of  Yiddish  folktales  set  in 
the  Polish  village.  The  Chelmites  — 
Mottel  the  Mayor,  Pinya  the  Philoso¬ 
pher,  and  Asher  the  Egg-Hatcher  —  go 
about  their  business  trying  to  deal  with 
the  problems  and  riddles  of  life  as  well 
as  their  feeble  brains  allow.  Mottel  is 
especially  fond  of  questions-and- 
answers,  a  fact  which  the  others  take 
advantage  of.  “Mottel,”  says  Archer, 
“I’ve  got  a  question  for  you.”  “A 
question!”  cries  Mottel.  “Can  I 
guess?”  And,  by  God,  he’ll  guess  for 
all  he’s  worth  but  he’ll  never  quite  get 
it  right. 

I  thought  the  play  was  so  full  of 
Lewis-Carroll-type  humor  based  on 
illogical  logic  that  it  aimed  quite  a  bit 
higher  than  the  3-to-12  age  level.  It 
wasn’t  just  the  obvious  tricky  riddles, 
like  “How  many  eggs  can  you  eat  on 
an  empty  stomach?”  but  also  the 
elaborate  wranglings  with  absurd  situa¬ 
tions.  In  one  of  the  central  sequences, 
the  Chelmites  develop  a  hare-brained 
scheme  to  make  money  for  the  village 
by  capturing  the  moon  in  a  barrel  of 
borscht  and  charging  a  fee  for  anyone 
to  see  it.  Of  course,  despite  their 
complicated  planning,  the  plot  failed. 
Yet  I  worried  about  whether  our 
friends  followed  the  imaginary  moon 


all  the  way  to  the  imaginary  reflection 
in  the  make-believe  borscht. 

Never  you  mind,  the  kids  loved  it.  I 
guess  partly  because  they  wanted  the 
plan  to  work  as  much  as  the  Chelmites 
did.  In  all  the  situations,  the  characters 
came  up  with  good  ideas,  and  the  kids 
went  along  with  them.  But  mostly  what 
hooked  them,  I  think,  even  if  the 
logical  maneuvers  escaped  them,  was 
the  fact  that  the  three  main  characters 
were  worth  rooting  for.  Frank  Licato, 
Tim  McDonough,  and  Barbara  Breg¬ 
stein,  consistently  among  the  finest  of 
local  actors,  are  as  splendid  here  as 
they  were  in  Gulliver’s  Travels.  Mc¬ 
Donough’s  towering  simpleton,  Breg- 
stein’s  instant  transformation  from 
farmer  to  nanny  goat,  and  Licato’s 
manic  attempts  to  dress  himself  in  the 
morning  are  remarkable  products  of 
superb  acting  and  clever  simplicity. 
And  unlike  every  other  children’s 
theatre  piece  I’ve  seen  or  heard  of,  the 
actors  achieve  their  audience  appeal 
and  rapport  without  the  use  of  props, 
technical  effects,  or  supernatural  char¬ 
acters  —  just  the  actor’s  tools  of  voice, 
body,  and  the  all-important  “magic 
if.” 

All  in  all.  The  Best  of  Chelm  won  my 
whole-hearted  recommendation.  And 
while  Jeffrey  and  I  left  the  theatre 
discussing  the  play’s  references  to 
Lewis  Carroll  and  Jerzy  Kosinski, 
Ariana  chirped,  “I  liked  the  girl,”  and 
Nicole  insisted,  “I  saw  the  moon!”

are  largely  women’s  trips,  because 
women  in  our  society  are  taught  to 
abase  themselves  to  fit  men’s  fan¬ 
tasies. 

(On  straight  women  versus  straight 

men:) 

CRAWFORD:  In  straight  relation¬ 
ships,  I  think  there’s  been  a  con¬ 
siderable  change  in  women’s  out¬ 
looks,  not  so  much  in  men’s.  Earlier, 
many  women  I  counseled  had  the 
what’s-wrong-with-me  attitude  if 
they  couldn’t  satisfactorily  relate  to 
men  or  were  in  a  coming-out  situa¬ 
tion.  Now,  women  are  more  self- 
identified. 

JONES:  There  is  a  tendency,  and  it 
might  be  social  expectation,  that 
when  you’re  first  starting  relation¬ 
ships,  they’re  sequential.  When 
you’re  establishing  what’s  right  for 
you,  when  you’re  going  through 
testing,  society’s  expectations  are 
basically  monogamous.  We’ve  got¬ 
ten  over  the  first  hump:  permitting 
sex  without  guilt  before  marriage. 
The  next  hump  to  get  over  is  allow¬ 


ing  sequential  sexual  experimenta¬ 
tion  without  guilt.  This  is  more  an 
issue  for  women  than  for  men,  who 
are  given  more  social  sanction  for 
freedom  in  sexual  expression. 

(On  gay  versus  straight:) 

McGAW:  Gays  are  no  more  pro¬ 
miscuous  than  straights,  but  we  can 
be  more  honest  and  open  about  it, 
because  we  have  more  opportunities 
for  it.  Straight  life  has  all  the  institu¬ 
tions  wherein  one  can  lie  about  it, 
and  it’s  covered.  If  a  gay  has  four 
lovers  in  a  lifetime,  s/he’s  con¬ 
sidered  promiscuous.  Straights  call  it 
divorce.  Straights  have  so  much  legal 
garbage  to  work  through  just  to  get 
out  of  their  marriages,  gays  don’t. 
On  the  one  hand  that’s  an  ad¬ 
vantage;  but  on  the  other  it’s  a 
disadvantage  too,  because  it  aids 
some  people  to  avoid  responsibility 
all  their  lives  ....  Straight  standards 
don’t  apply  to  gay  relationships. 
Gays  are  just  beginning  to  find  out 
a  lot  about  the  social  phenomena  of 
their  lifestyle.  And  we  don’t  have 
social  parameters  for  lover  relation¬ 
ships  yet,  because  we  have  a  sub¬ 
culture  that  supports  singleness. 

GRIFFITHS:  For  gay  people  who  are 
in  a  relationship  and  take  it  serious¬ 
ly,  I  see  them  working  harder  in  the 
relationship  than  the  average 
straight  person.  There’s  so  much  just 
taken  for  granted  in  a  straight 
marriage  because  of  cultural  ex¬ 
pectation  and  support.  And  all  this 
has  to  be  worked  out  individually 
by  gays  ....  There  is  more  openness 
between  gay  lovers  than  between 
straight  lovers  to  the  partners  having 
sexual  liaisons  outside  the  relation¬ 
ship.  There’s  also  more  openness  to 
one  partner  having  friends  who  are 
not  friends  of  the  other.
